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The  Community  Development  Department's  mission  is  to  coordinate,  plan,  organize  and 
manage  the  resources  of  the  community.  In  addition,  Community  Development  serves  a 
wide  range  of  grantsmansmp  functions  including:  staying  informed  on  the  current/future 
availability  of  State/Federal  grant  programs;  researching,  writing,  and  developing  responsive 
proposals  with  local  acceptance  and  applicability;  and  tracking  projects  as  needed.  In 
October,  1996  the  Community  Development  Department  was  assigned  the  responsibility  of 
monitoring  certain  grants.  This  additional  workload  has  resulted  in  the  department  designing 
an  internal  compliance  monitoring  system  which  responds  to  ongoing  grant  management 
requirements.

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The  Saugus  Conservation  Commission  conducts  business  under  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  131,  Section  40  and  under  Town  of  Saugus  Bylaws  Article  24.  The 
Commission  saw  a  slight  increase  in  activity  during  1996. 


The  Conservation  Commission  held  22  regularly  scheduled  public  meetings  during  1996.  At 
these  meetings,  29  public  hearings  were  held,  19  of  which  were  continued  to  future  meetings. 
There  were  31  Requests  for  Determinations,  8  of  which  were  positive,  23  were  negative  and 
did  not  require  a  Notice  of  Intent  There  were  15  requests  for  modifications  to  previously 
issued  Orders  of  Conditions.  The  Commission  issued  22  Orders  of  Conditions,  2  Denials,  3 
Extensions,  and  13  Certificates  of  Compliance.  Both  Denials  issued  by  the  Commission  were 
appealed  to  the  DEP  and  were  both  overturned,  resulting  in  Superseding  Orders  of 
Conditions. 


The  Commission  made  several  site  visits  as  a  group  with  the  members  making  numerous 
individual  site  visits.  In  the  cases  of  the  appeals  to  DEP,  representatives  of  the  Commission 
attended  the  site  visits  with  the  DEP. 


The  Conservation  Commission  purchased  two  (2)  parcels  of  property  through  its  Open  Space 
and  Land  Acquisition  Fund.  One  parcel,  known  as  the  Pendleton  Property  located  on  the 
Saugus  River,  was  purchased  following  several  years  of  negotiating.  An  additional  parcel 
was  purchased  on  Lincoln  Avenue.  Negotiations  were  completed  for  two  lots  on  Bryant 
Street  that  are  located  on  the  banks  of  the  Saugus  River.  The  Commission  continues  to 
pursue  donations  due  to  limited  funds  for  purchase.  The  purchase  of  Bryant  Street  was 
made  possible  by  additional  funding  approved  by  Town  Meeting. 


Violations  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  and  Wetlands  Bylaw  continue  to  occur. 
Enforcement  Orders  have  increased  to  14.  27  letters  were  written  to  violators.  The 
Conservation  Officer  approved  164  building  permit  applications  and  made  over  1.000  site 
visits. 


The  Commission  revised  the  regulations  under  the  Wetlands  Bylaw  to  include  a  thirty  (30) 
foot  no  disturb  area  around  all  wetland  areas  as  well  as  a  fifty  (50)  foot  no  disturb  area  from 
the  top  of  the  bank  to  the  Saugus  River.

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The  Saugus  Fire  Department  completed  its  busiest  year  ever  with  3175  responses 
recorded,  up  590  from  1995. 

The  enhanced  911  system  is  fully  operational  and  is  an  asset  to  the  Department. 

The  Department  responds  to  medical  emergencies  and  all  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

1032  medical  emergencies  and  380  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  responded  to 
during  1996. 

The  Department  is  now  equipped  with  three  semi  automatic  defiibillators  for 
medical  emergencies. 

The  Department  continues  to  train  its  recruit  members  through  the  Massachusetts 
Firefighting  Academy  with  one  man  graduating  in  1996,  and  trains  all  members  with 
in  service  training  and  drills. 

All  dispatchers  have  been  trained  in  Emergency  Medical  Dispatch  to  assist  callers. 

The  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  continues  to  work  on  projects  to  protect  life  and 
property  in  the  Town,  through  inspections,  enforcement  and  education. 

The  Fire  Department  continues  to  provide  quality  fire  and  rescue  service  to  the 
Town  of  Saugus  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property. 

The  Town  was  awarded  a  S.A.F.E.  (Student  Awareness  of  Fire  Education)  grant  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  Fire  Education  Awareness  into  the  school  system. 

A  new  1996  Pierce  Pumper  has  been  purchased  and  is  now  in  service  as  Engine  3.

As  in  previous  years  the  year  1996  was  a  busy  one  for  the  Saugus  Fire  Prevention  Bureau. 
We  like  to  feel  that  our  efforts  to  inform  and  demonstrate  to  the  public,  both  young  and 
old,  that  fire  safety  is  job  one  with  us  and  is  well  received. 

It  is  our  job  to  conform  with  and  enforce  all  State  and  Local  Mandated  Fire  Safety 
Regulations  concerning  Industrial,  Commercial  and  Residential  Establishments. 

The  following  list  details  the  duties  enforced  by  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau: 

1.  Work  in  conjunction  with  the  Building  Inspector  on  new  building  construction. 
(Residential  and  Commercial) 

"     All  plans  must  be  reviewed  and  stamped  showing  proper  smoke  detector  and 
fire  extinguisher  locations. 

'     Commercial  construction  requires  proper  placement  of  smoke  detectors, 
emergency  lighting,  exit  signs,  fire  extinguishers  and  sprinkler  systems. 

A  follow  up  site  visitation  for  inspection  is  required  before  an  occupancy 
permit  is  issued. 

2.  A  permit  to  install  or  alter  fuel  oil  burning  equipment  must  be  obtained  from  Fire 
Prevention  and  upon  completion  an  inspection  must  be  complete  for  compliance 
with  State  Law  CMR  4. 

3.  To  insure  that  homes  are  protected  with  smoke  detectors.. 

All  homes  sold  or  remortgaged  must  be  inspected  for  proper  installation  and 
testing  of  smoke  detectors. 

Numbering  of  houses  inspected  as  per  Town  Ordinance. 

4.  Wood  stoves  are  inspected  for  safe  and  proper  installation. 

5.  Fire  Drills  were  conducted  in  all  Public  Schools  as  required  by  State  Law. 
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6.  Nursing  Homes  were  inspected  quarterly  as  required  by  State  Law. 

"     Proper  use  of  fire  extinguishers  were  demonstrated  to  the  employees  of  local 
business'  and  nursing  homes. 

7.  Underground  tank  installation  or  removal  requires  a  permit. 

"     When  tanks  are  removed  the  surrounding  area  must  be  inspected  for  soil 
contamination  and  clean  up  if  necessary. 

'     A  new  tank  installation  must  be  tested  for  leaks  before  it  can  be  installed. 

"     All  propane  tanks  installed  require  a  permit  and  inspection. 

Tar  kettles  (propane)  used  on  roofing  jobs  require  a  permit. 

"     All  flammable  fluids  and  gases  require  a  permit  which  is  renewed  annually. 
(April) 

'     Fuel  oil  and  gasoline  tank  trucks  are  inspected  for  compliance  with  CMR  8.00. 

8.  Permits  are  required  for  all  blasting  in  Saugus  and  all  complaints  relative  to  are 
investigated  with  the  necessary  action  taken. 

9.  Gasoline  stations  were  inspected  at  various  times  of  the  year.  Any  underground 
tanks  found  defective  were  removed  and  replaced  with  new  tanks. 

10.  Places  of  public  assembly  were  inspected  at  various  times  during  the  year. 

11.  Constant  updating  of  office  filing  and  reports. 

12.  Attended  the  monthly  Fire  Prevention  meetings  throughout  the  state. 

13.  Fire  alarm  systems  were  shunted  out  and  later  put  back  in  service,  on  a  regular 
basis,  as  requested  by  private  alarm  companies  or  contractors. 

m  conclusion,  we  feel  our  Fire  Prevention  activities  have  proven  very  successful  to  the 
Town  and  we  will  continue  to  work  for  a  fire  safe  community  by  continuing  to  educate 
our  citizens  in  fire  safety.

The  Board  of  Health  is  responsible  for  directing  and  administering  a  program  of 
health  related  services  for  the  town  and  ifs  residents.  The  Health  Department  is 
responsible  for  enforcing  numerous  State  Sanitary  and  Environmental  Codes  as 
mandated  by  state  law.  Inspections  are  conducted  to  determine  compliance  with  said 
codes.  Examples  of  facilities  and  establishments  inspected  include;  rental  housing 
units,  food  service  establishments,  tanning  facilities,  public  and  semi-public  swimming 
pools,  as  well  as;  the  health  and  environmental  risk  factors  inherent  in  asbestos 
removal,  subsurface  sewage  disposal  installation,  pest  control,  lead  paint  removal, 
private  well  installation  and  nuisance  abatement 

Massachusetts  General  Law,  Chapter  m,  Section  31,  provides  the  Board  of  Health 
with  the  authority  to  make  reasonable  regulations.  In  addition  to  the  mandated  state 
regulations,  the  Health  Agent  is  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  local  regulations. 
The  local  Board  of  Health  regulations  pertain  to  the  following  areas  of  public  health; 
keeping  of  animals,  offensive  trades,  rubbish/dumpsters,  motels  &  cabins,  the 
disposition  of  solid  fin,  and  tobacco  control  to  name  a  few. 
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The  Town  of  Saugus  Board  of  Health  continues  to  be  participating  members  of  the  North 
Shore  Area  Boards  of  Health  Collaborative  (N.S.A.B.O.H.C.).  The  Collaborative  which  is 
comprised  of  eight  Norm  Shore  communities  continue  to  address  public  health  issues  on  a 
regional  basis  during  the  past  year.  The  Collaborative  was  awarded  a  $225,000.00  dollar 
Massachusetts  Tobacco  Control  Grant.  The  Board  of  Health  in  conjunction  with  the  North 
Shore  Tobacco  Control  Program  and  the  D.A.R.E.  Officer  have  conducted  several 
compliance  checks  during  1996.  The  compliance  checks  are  conducted  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  if  merchants  were  selling  tobacco  to  persons  under  eighteen  (18)  year  of  age. 
The  Board  took  administrative  action  against  repeat  violators  which  included  the  issuance  of 
fines  and/or  suspension  of  the  tobacco  sales  permit.  The  aforementioned  enforcement  and 
administrative  actions  have  resulted  in  increased  compliance  rates  from  57%  to  76%. 
Compliance  checks  and  appropriate  administrative  action  will  continue  in  1997. 


The  Health  Department  saw  continued  growth  regarding  food  service  construction  and 
renovation  during  1996.  There  were  six  (6)  newly  constructed  establishments,  and  ten  (10) 
extensively  remodeled  establishments.  In  accordance  with  105  CMR  590.000:  Minimum 
Sanitation  Standards  for  Food  Establishments,  State  Sanitary  Code,  Chapter  10,  when  a 
food  establishment  is  to  be  constructed,  extensively  remodeled  or  an  existing  structure  is  to 
be  converted  to  use  as  a  food  establishment,  properly  prepared  plans  and  specifications  for 
such  construction  must  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  approval  before  such  work 
has  begun.  The  aforementioned  procedure  was  performed  for  each  relevant  establishment 
in  1996  by  the  Health  Agent. 


Due  to  outstanding  sanitary  code  violations,  the  Board  of  Health  conducted  three  (3) 
Administrative  Hearings  in  1996.  All  violations  were  subsequently  corrected  as  a  result  of 
this  action.  The  failure  on  the  part  of  a  permit  holder  to  correct  outstanding  violations 
would  result  in  the  suspension  of  the  Food  Service  Permit.  No  permits  were  suspended  by 
the  Board  of  Health  in  1996. 
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In  April  of  1996  the  Board  of  Health  promulgated  the  Food  Manager  Certification 
Regulation.  The  regulation  requires  each  food  establishment  where  potentially  hazardous 
foods  are  prepared  that  there  shall  be  at  least  one  (1)  full-time  on-site  manager  certified  in 
food  safety  who  is  at  least  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age. 

The  Certified  Food  Manager  shall  be  on-site  at  aU  times  in  each  food  establishment  when 
potentially  hazardous  foods  are  being  prepared.  Establishments  which  employ  ten  (10)  or 
more  full-time  employees  directly  involved  in  food  preparation  shall  employ  at  least  two  (2) 
full-time  on-site  managers  certified  in  food  safety.  The  regulation  will  go  into  full  effect  on 
January  1,  1997.  The  Board  recognizes  that  an  ideal  food  protection  program  is  supported 
by  a  partnership  effort  between  industry  and  food  regulatory  officials.  Together  educated 
food  handlers  and  effective  inspection  programs  can  reduce  the  incidence  of  high  risk 
practices  which  can  lead  to  foodbome  disease  outbreaks. 

In  August  1996  the  Board  of  Health  selected  Ms.  Lauren  McLaughlin  from  a  qualified  field 
of  candidates  for  the  position  of  part-time  food  inspector.  The  FY  1997  budget  appropriated 
$7000.00  for  the  position.  Hie  appointment  has  greatly  augmented  the  food  service 
inspection  program.  The  United  States  Food  and  Drug  Administration  recommends  a  ratio 
of  one  full-time  food  service  inspector  per  150  food  establishments,  Saugus  has 
approximately  165  licensed  establishments. 

The  state  continued  to  promulgate  and  revise  the  Sanitary  and  Environmental  Codes  in  1996. 
The  most  notable  has  been  Title  V  of  the  Environmental  Code.  Title  V  is  the  regulation 
which  pertains  to  the  installation,  maintenance  and  repair  of  private  subsurface  sewage 
disposal  systems,  (Le.  cesspools  and  septic  systems).  The  code  has  been  modified  numerous 
times  since  the  update  version  became  law  over  a  year  ago.  The  revisions  have  increased  the 
workload  of  the  Health  Agent  substantially,  for  example;  the  Agent  must  review  all  building 
plans  for  dwelling  with  subsurface  sewage  disposal  prior  to  issuance,  all  systems  must  be 
inspected  at  the  time  of  property  transfer,  and  all  pumping  records  are  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Health  for  review. 

In  October  of  1996  the  Department  of  Public  Health  promulgated  regulations  regarding 
indoor  air  quality  at  skating  rinks.  The  regulations  require  the  Boards  of  Health  to  issue 
permits,  review  air  monitoring  procedures  and  documentation,  and  investigate  complaints. 

Revisions  of  the  Food  Code,  Housing  Code,  and  Swimming  Pool  Regulations  are  slated  for 
early  1997. 
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The  Health  Agent  serves  as  the  local  recycling  coordinator.  The  coordinator  has  successfully 
applied  for  recycling  grants  awarded  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection.  The  town-wide  household  mailing  of  an  educational  brochure  on  the  Curbside 
Recycling  Program  which  was  valued  at  approximately  $5000.00.  The  Curbside  Recycling 
Program  continues  to  exceed  original  expectations.  The  Town  recycled  1,387  tons  of 
household  waste  in  1996.  The  figure  does  not  include  organic  waste  (leaves,  bush,  etc.), 
household  hazardous  waste,  or  scrap  metal  In  the  spring  of  1996  the  recycling  program  was 
expanded  to  include  paper  generated  by  the  schools.  Each  school  was  provided  with  individual 
classroom  bins  and  designated  locking  dumpsters.  The  program  has  diverted  approximately  20 
tons  of  paper  from  the  waste  stream  since  its  recent  inception. 


The  success  of  the  Curbside  Recycling  Program  has  been  reflected  in  the  reduction  of 
municipality  solid  waste  tonnage.  The  municipality  generated  10,500  tons  of  waste  in  1996, 
the  lowest  total  in  the  past  six  years.  Although  the  waste  tonnage  has  consistently  decreased 
from  15,400  tons  in  1991,  the  tipping  fees  for  disposal  have  increased  from  $23.00/ton  in 
1991  to  $57.00/ton  in  1996.  The  Department  will  continue  to  implement  programs  and 
policies  which  maximize  waste  diversion  and  minimize  waste  disposal  in  1997. 


The  Board  of  Health  sponsored  two  household  hazardous  waste  collection  days  in  1996.  The 
first  was  held  on  April  27th  and  the  second  on  October  19th.  The  collections  allowed 
residents  to  dispose  of  their  household  hazardous  wastes  in  an  environmentally  friendly 
manner  for  the  first  time  since  1989.  The  events  serviced  over  375  resident  households 
diverting  tons  of  household  hazardous  waste  from  the  municipal  waste  stream.  The  diverted 
materials  were  recycled  or  disposed  of  properly.  The  Board  of  Health  is  in  the  process  of 
scheduling  a  household  hazardous  waste  collection  event  for  the  spring  of  1997. 


The  Board  of  Health  charges  fees  for  various  permits,  services,  and  materials.   The  following 
is  a  list  of  associated  fees  collected  during  1996:

The  Board  of  Health  has  provided  the  citizens  of  Saugus  with  public  health  nursing  services. 
Atlanticare  Hospital  has  donated  the  services  of  Ms.  Louise  Bucchiere,  Community  Health 
Coordinator.  Ms.  Bucchiere  was  involved  with  the  Saugus  Business  Education  Collaborative 
and  the  North  Shore  Public  Health  Nurse  Network.  This  joint  venture  has  been  very 
successful  as  demonstrated  by  the  numerous  screenings  and  clinics  conducted  during  1996. 
The  Board  looks  forward  to  continuing  these  beneficial  community  health  programs  in  1997. 
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As  we  look  forward  to  the  coming  year  the  Board  of  Health  will  continue  to  investigate 
complaints  and  promote  activities  to  protect  public  health  and  the  environment.  The  Board 
will  continue  to  seek  and  apply  for  grant  monies  to  promote  public  health  and  recycling/solid 
waste  issues.  The  Board  will  continue  to  work  on  and  finalize  a  Massage  Therapy 
Regulation  in  1997.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  ifs  staff  to  serve  as  a 
resource  intended  to  educate,  inform,  protect,  and  meet  the  multitude  of  health-related  needs 
as  dictated  by  the  community. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  ifs  staff,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Manager,  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Town  Meeting  Members,  and  the  Director  of  Inspectional  Services  for  their  past 
and  anticipated  future  support  of  our  public  health  efforts.

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1996  ANNUAL  REPORT 
BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 


In  the  year  of  1996  the  Building  Department  issued  approximately  524  building 
permits. 

Permits  mat  were  issued  for  new  non-residential  construction  were;  the  Senior 
Center,  325  Central  Street;  International  House  of  Pancakes,  114  Broadway; 
Dunkin  Donuts,  86  Broadway;  Block  Busters  Video,  224  Broadway;  and  Golf 
Town,  860R  Broadway. 

There  are  on-going  renovations  for  the  new  tenants  at  the  Saugus  Executive  Office 
Park,  999  Broadway.  There  were  also  new  openings  such  as:  Nobody  Beats  The 
Whiz,  Barnes  &  Noble,  Produce  Wagon,  Star  Market  and  Wild  Harvest. 

The  Town  has  recorded  57  new  homes  built  which  include  sub-divisions  at  Berthold 
Farms,  Limewoods  Drive  and  Homeland  Circle.  There  has  also  been  an  increase  in 
additions  and  alterations  to  the  residential  property. 

The  Building  Department  has  acquired  the  Building  Maintenance  Department  and 
Johnson  Controls  for  all  repairs  and  maintenance  to  municipal  buildings.  This 
department  is  controlled  through  Mrs.  Tammy  Cerbone  who  is  the  assistant  to  the 
Building  Inspector. 

The  Building/Zoning  Department  has  conducted  town-wide  administrative 
inspections  of  car  dealerships,  with  the  help  of  Governor's  Auto  Theft  Strike  Force, 
the  Saugus  Police  Department  and  The  Governor's  Insurance  Fraud  Division. 

The  storm  of  October  1996  caused  substantial  flood  related  damage  to  private  and 
public  buildings.  Mr.  Paul  Cacciola,  Inspectional  Services  Director,  and  Mrs. 
Tammy  Cerbone  coordinated  and  recorded  the  associated  damages.  The  detailed 
record-keeping  was  essential  for  obtaining  financial  relief  from  the  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA)  and  Massachusetts  Emergency 
Management  Agency  (MEMA).

INSPECTIONS: 

There  were  two  hundred  and  forty  (240)  Gas  Permits  issued  and  two 
hundred  and  forty-one  (241)  Plumbing  Permits  issued  and  approximately 
nine  hundred  and  fifty  (950)  inspections  made  at  residential  dwellings, 
commercial  and  industrial  properties.  This  does  not  include  inspections  of 
town  owned  buildings.

In  1996,  the  Saugus  Canine  Officer  has  taken  on  an  added  responsibility  as  Animal 
Inspector.   As  you  can  see  from  this  Annual  Report,  the  job  volume  has  increased 
from  prior  years.     Correspondence  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture,  has  found  Saugus  as  being  the  third  busiest 
community  in  the  State  as  far  as  rabies  is  concerned,  which  would  mean  that  1997  is 
•              expected  to  be  a  busy  year  for  rabies.

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Kasabuski  Brother  Memorial  Arena 

During  this  fiscal  year,  in  excess  of  2000  skaters  (Figures  &  Hockey)  utilized  the  facilities  of 
the  Arena  in  an  average  week.  The  Arena  is  host  to  the  North  Suburban  Hockey  League 
which  is  comprised  of  nearly  150  youth  hockey  teams  from  16  cities  and  towns  in  the  North 
Shore  Area.  It  is  also  home  of  the  Massbay  Figure  Skating  Club,  and  is  home  ice  for  the 
Saugus  High  School  and  Northeast  Regional  Vocational  High  School  teams.  A  generous 
amount  of  ice  time  is  dedicated  to  open,  public  skating  sessions  and  we  are  also  proud  that  we 
offer  the  most  public  skating  in  the  area.  In  addition,  the  Arena  staff  manages  Parcher  Field 
which  is  a  softball  field  utilized  from  May  through  November  by  Saugus  National  Little 
League,  Saugus  Girls  Softball,  Saugus  Youth  Lacrosse  Team,  Saugus  Pop  Warner,  two  Junior 
Olympic  Softball  programs,  the  Fire  Department,  Saugus  Police  Department,  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and  Rotary  Club  teams.  This  field  has  lights  which  allow  it  to  be  used  nightly 
until  10:45  p.m. 

The  Arena  continues  to  be  one  of  best  managed  athletic  facilities  in  the  New  England  area 
under  the  careful  direction  of  John  S.  Hatch,  the  Arena's  Manager. 

This  year  during  the  summer  months  the  Arena  was  able  to  have  extensive  work  done  in  it's 
refrigeration  room,  the  work  consisted  of  a  major  overhaul  replacing  most  of  the  old 
refrigeration  equipment  with  state-of-the-art  equipment,  the  same  equipment  found  in  the  new 
Fleet  Center.  Work  was  done  to  the  interior  of  the  Arena's  roof  which  provided  an  additional 
layer  of  strength.  Also  occurring  during  this  shutdown  was  various  painting  and  sprucing  up  to 
keep  the  Arena  looking  great.  The  Arena  continues  to  enjoy  financial  success  yearly. 

The  Board  of  Governors  voted  once  again  to  provide  FREE  ice  time  to  the  Saugus  High 
School  Hockey  team  in  order  that  other  athletic  programs  at  Saugus  High  win  continue  to  be 
available  due  to  this  action.  The  rental  value  of  this  ice  time  was  approximately  $12,000.00 
In  addition,  the  Saugus  Youth  Hockey  Association  and  the  Massbay  Figure  Skating  Club  were 
granted  substantial  reductions  in  their  ice  rental  charges.  The  two  organizations  now  enjoy  the 
lowest  per  hour  ice  cost  of  any  skating  group  that  we  know  of. 

The  Arena  has  been  recognized  for  its  superior  ice  quality  and  facility  management  by  the 
Massachusetts  Interscholastic  High  School  Athletic  Association  by  awarding  the  Kasabuski 
eight  of  the  Massachusetts  High  School  Hockey  Tournament  venues.  The  Kasabuski  Arena 
looks  forward  to  many  new  improvements  and  renovations  to  continue  to  accommodate  the 
youth  and  the  community  of  Saugus.

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SAUGUS  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

1996  was  a  very  eventful  year  for  the  library.  Beginning  with  the  facts  that  as  of 
January  1,  1996,  both  the  Library  Director  and  the  Children's  Librarian  had  been  on 
board  two  months  or  less  and  the  Reference  Librarian  had  gone  on  maternity  leave 
less  than  one  month  before. 

The  first  challenge  for  the  Library  Director  was  to  put  together  a  budget  proposal  for 
FY  1997  to  present  to  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  for  approval  before  submission 
to  the  Town  Financial  Coordinator.  This  was  accomplished  by  the  first  week  in 
January.  Next,  interviews  were  completed  and  a  temporary  Reference  Librarian, 
Dolores  O'Hara,  was  hired  and  began  work  early  in  February.  When  the  permanent 
Reference  Librarian  decided  not  to  return  from  maternity  leave,  Ms.  O'Hara  was 
appointed  permanent  Reference  Librarian  as  of  Jury  1. 

The  Director  together  with  staff  and  the  Library  Building  Committee  completely 
revised  the  Library's  Building  Program  to  reflect  the  reduction  of  available  funds. 
As  a  result  the  new  building  size  was  reduced  from  23,000  square  feet  to  18,500. 
Much  careful  work  and  meetings  with  staff,  Library  Building  Committee,  our 
architects;  our  Capital  Improvement  Committee  contact  person,  Jean  Johnson 
Delios;  the  program  management  team  from  Lehrer,  McGovern,  Bovis;  and  our 
Selectman  champion,  Jon  Bernard  were  required.  I  am  much  indebted  to  all  of 
these  folks  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Town  Manager  as  well  for  their  help 
in  this  effort 

At  the  same  time,  Jean  Johnson  Delios,  the  Town  Community  Development 
Coordinator,  and  I  attended  several  meetings  and  put  in  much  time  and  effort 
writing,  compiling,  editing  and  filing  our  application  for  a  library  building  grant  from 
the  Commonwealth  in  April.  Although  we  were  not  awarded  a  grant  when  they 
were  announced  in  September,  we  were  placed  high  on  a  waiting  list  of  twenty-one 
communities  for  which  funding  is  expected,  given  the  overwhelming  support  being 
shown  by  both  the  legislature  and  the  Governor,  before  Jury,  1997.  A  big  thanks  to 
Jean  Johnson  Delios  and  Terry  Olivio  of  the  Community  Development  Office. 
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The  next  challenge  was  the  planning,  and  promulgating  of  the  library's  move  to 
temporary  quarters  while  our  new  building  was  being  constructed.  Many  hours  were 
put  into  meetings  with  moving  contractors,  selecting  a  site,  working  over  floor  plans 
to  fit  our  furnishing  into  available  spaces.  The  entire  library  staff  was  involved  in 
mis  work  as  well  as  the  actual  move  in  November.  Each  and  every  staff  member  was 
involved  and  made  a  tremendous  contribution  to  this  work.  It  could  not  have  been 
accomplish  without  their  considerable  efforts.  My  heartfelt  thanks  to  all!  Many 
others  helped  along  the  way  too—Selectman  Jon  Bernard;  Town  Manager  Richard 
Cardillo;  the  Library  Moving  Committee  of  Chairperson  Mary  McKenzie,  Betty 
Colarusso  and  Ron  Weekley;  Kevin  Nigro,  Jean  Johnson  Delios,  Paul  Cacciola,  Joe 
Attubato  and  various  DPW  staff;  Superintendent  William  Doyle  and  the  School 
Department,  George  Trahan  and  the  members  of  Saugus  American  Legion  Post 
210;  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees;  and  last  but  certainly  not  least,  our  ombudsman 
and  troubleshooter,  Richard  Boudette.  Sincere  thanks  to  all.  As  of  this  writing  we 
are  occupying  three  buildings  at  "Library  Square"  on  Taylor  Street.  The  Square 
consists  of  the  Children's  Room  on  the  first  floor  rear  of  the  American  Legion 
Building;  the  Adult  Department  and  non-public  areas  in  the  so-called  Extension 
School  Building  and  non-public  book  and  other  storage  facilities  in  the  basement  of 
the  School  Administration  Building.  The  staff  and  patrons  are  beginning  to  get 
accustomed  to  new  and  different  ways  of  providing  library  service  and,  thanks  to  the 
major  efforts  of  our  wonderful  staff,  very  good  service  is  being  provided  to  our 
patrons  once  again. 


I  have  attended  a  number  of  workshops,  meetings  and  seminars  this  year  not  only 
regarding  the  above  mentioned  projects,  but  also  on  library  networking  and 
management  I  participated  on  the  Library's  Collection  Development  Team;  in  a 
number  of  Saugus  Rotary  Club  projects;  in  North  of  Boston  Library  Network 
Corporate  members  and  Executive  Boards  meetings;  also  in  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Regional  Library  System  meetings;  and  many  sessions  of  the  Massachusetts  Library 
Association  annual  conference.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  DIRECTOR/CIRCULATION  LIBRARIAN 

This  year  has  meant  several  major  changes  for  the  circulation  department  of  the 
library.  Beginning  with  my  upgrade  to  Assistant  Director  in  January,  the  new  release 
of  our  circulation  software  system  in  the  summer,  and  culminating  with  the  move  to 
the  temporary  library  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  circulation  staff  has  had  to  learn  to  effectively  use  all  of  the  new  improved 
features  of  the  new  software  release  plan  for  the  moving  of  the  library,  and  learn  to 
function  in  the  unique  situation  of  having  the  library  collection  housed  in  three 
buildings  at  "Library  Square". 

As  Assistant  Director,  I  have  had  to  assist  with  the  Library  Director  with 
administrative  tasks,  preparation  of  reports,  and  other  assignments  while  continuing 
to  oversee  the  circulation  functions  and  schedule  coverage  of  all  departments  (Adult, 
Children's  and  Reference).  Scheduling  retrieval  of  materials  from  storage  areas  in 
the  Roby  School  and  the  basement  of  the  Extension  School  and  the  logistics  of 
having  staff  move  back  and  forth  between  the  children's  department  in  The 
American  Legion  Hall  and  the  Adult  and  Technical  Services  areas  in  the  Extension 
School  has  proven  to  be  a  big  challenge. 

Two  major  programs,  planned  and  implemented  by  the  staff  took  place  during  the 
year,  m  April,  during  National  Library  Week,  "Login  @  the  library"  was  the  theme 
for  a  week  of  events  including  a  drawing  for  over  $400  worth  of  computer  books 
donated  by  Lauriat's  Bookstore  at  The  Square  Mall.  Demonstrations  were  given  by 
the  staff  on  the  Internet  and  our  On-line  Catalog  as  well  as  the  On-line  Magazine 
index  and  fulltext  database  and  the  library's  CD-ROM  workstation.  A  reception 
showing  appreciation  for  the  volunteers  who  helped  us  with  clerical  and  other  tasks 
throughout  the  year  was  held  at  the  end  of  the  week  as  was  a  Telethon  sponsored  by 
Continental  Cablevision  with  the  proceeds  being  donated  to  libraries  in  the 
communities  which  it  serves  in  order  to  help  keep  up  with  the  new  technology. 

The  second  program  for  adults  and  young  adults  was  a  summer  reading  program 
that  included  a  popular  "Read  and  Recommend"  segment  which  allowed  patrons  to 
indicate  books  which  they  wished  to  recommend  to  other  readers.  Reading  Logs 
were  also  provided  for  adults  and  young  adults  to  record  their  summer  reading. 
Prized  donated  by  West  Lynn  Creamery  were  offered  to  patrons  turning  in  reading 
logs  at  the  end  of  the  summer. 
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The  library  circulated  74,862  items  in  1996  and  handled  over  5000  holds.  806  new 
patrons  were  registered  for  library  cards. 

Throughout  the  year  the  circulation  staff  attended  meetings  of  the  NOBLE 
Circulation  and  E-mail  Committees,  as  well  as  several  workshops  on  Readers' 
Advisory  Services,  Creating  A  Homepage  on  the  World  Wide  Web,  and  providing 
services  to  Young  Adults. 

Along  with  the  Reference  Librarian,  I  attended  a  training  session  given  by  West 
Publishing  on  the  use  of  The  Massachusetts  General  Laws  on  CD-ROM. 

I  attended  a  2  all-day  training  sessions—one  on  the  use  of  CD-ROM's  in  libraries, 
and  the  other  on  using  "Windows"  operating  system  on  a  personal  computer. 

On  a  local  level,  I  participated  in  The  Library  Building  Committee  helping  to  update 
the  Building  Plan  used  in  our  application  for  a  state  grant  and  attended  meetings  of 
the  Town  Safety  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REFERENCE  LIBRARIAN 

In  the  reference  Department  in  1996  we  saw  an  increased  use  of  non  print  resources.  Our 
staff  has  become  more  skilled  in  their  use,  and  instruction  is  continually  given  to  our  patrons. 
Our  move  to  temporary  quarters  has  further  increased  use  of  these  systems.  One  of  the 
principal  reasons  for  mis  is  the  lack  of  easy  access  to  the  print  material.  More  creative 
reference  work  must  be  done.  The  start  of  Ebsco's  Full  Text  1000  has  been  particularly 
helpful.  It  is  difficult  to  think  of  any  subject  area  in  which  it  has  not  provided  either  some  of 
the  requested  information  or  led  to  it.  I  have  found  it  especially  useful  in  researching  topics 
in  history,  cars  and  medicine.  Because  Ebsco  has  the  full  text  to  so  many  magazines,  we  will 
be  able  to  provide  faster  service  since  we  do  not  have  to  borrow  so  many  articles  from  other 
libraries. 

Our  new  CD-ROM's  are  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Encyclopedia  Americana  and 
College  Source.  AH  of  which  are  very  useful  and  beyond  this,  great  space  savers.  For  these 
same  reasons  we  will  be  adding  more  in  1997  (e.g.  McGraw-Hill  Encyclopedia  of  Science 
and  Technology,  1997  ed.  and  Readers  Adviser)  Additional  CD-ROM's  will  be  considered 
also.  These  win  free  valuable  space  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Extension  Building  for  the 
addition  of  new  titles  and  bringing  books  up  from  the  Extension  basement.  Some  CD- 
ROM's  are  an  exceptionally  good  value  because  they  cost  less  than  the  hard  copy  would. 
However,  what  must  be  considered  is  the  pattern  of  use;  that  is,  do  many  people  need  access 
to  the  same  reference  at  the  same  time.  Also  an  important  consideration  is  ease  of  use. 

In  1996  the  reference  staff  was  deeply  involved  in  the  planning  for  the  move  to  temporary 
quarters.  Because  of  reduced  space  available,  choices  had  to  be  made  on  what  would  be 
kept  for  immediate  reference  access,  and  what  would  be  put  in  a  more  remote  area.  Our 
choices  are  working  well,  but  we  remain  flexible  if  needs  change. 

These  are  rapid  changes  occurring  in  library  technology.  The  reference  staff  has  been  to 
many  workshops  to  keep  our  skills  current.  These  include  training  in  updated  Circulation 
Procedures,  emerging  library  technology,  Young  Adult  services,  expanded  EBSCO 
capabilities,  use  of  the  Internet,  and  West  Law  training. 

In  addition  to  the  much  appreciated  assistance  of  our  adult  volunteers,  we  had  7  student 
volunteers  who  contributed  42  hours.  They  were  very  helpful  in  the  organization  of  our  files 
and  magazines  which  needed  to  be  done  before  our  move. 

The  Reference  department  handles  requests  for  articles,  magazines  and  books  that  are  not  in 
the  NOBLE  network.  In  1996  we  fulfilled  requests  for  95  articles  and  228  books.

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CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT 


The  Saugus  Public  Library's  Children's  Department  provides  library  services  to  the 
town's  young  people  from  birth  to  eight  grade,  their  parents,  teachers  and  caregivers 
through  a  strong  collection  of  eclectic  materials,  reference  and  homework  help 
geared  to  young  people,  programming  with  the  interests  of  today's  children  in  mind, 
helping  parents  to  choose  good  reading,  assisting  their  children  with  homework,  and 
aiding  teachers  by  reserving  materials  for  homework  assignments  and  helping  them 
with  bibliographic  questions. 

During  the  year  1996  the  Saugus  Public  Library's  Children's  Department  provided 
programming  for  a  wide  variety  of  ages  and  interests.  Throughout  the  year  there 
were  storyhours  and  toddler  times  during  school  vacations  there  were  programs  for 
older  children  as  well.  During  the  school  year  storyhours  and  toddlertimes  took 
place  once  a  week.  Toddlertime  was  designed  for  children  between  the  ages  of 
eighteen  months  and  two  years.  The  program  consisted  of  circle  games,  nursery 
rhymes  and  short  stories  told  with  a  flannel  board,  reading  simple  books  and  linger 
plays. 

Storyhour  was  designed  for  children  over  three  and  it  consisted  of  reading  aloud, 
circle  games,  singing  songs  and  doing  simple  craft  projects. 

The  storyhour  and  toddlertime  groups  that  participated  in  the  fall,  winter  and  spring 
session  were  treated  to  a  Teddybear  picnic  in  May.  There  was  lots  of  cake  and 
punch  and  everyone  brought  a  picnic  lunch.  Sally  Rodgers  entertained  the  crowd 
with  songs,  the  event  took  place  at  the  Saugus  Iron  Works,  a  good  time  was  had  by 

an. 

In  the  summer  we  provided  storyume  groups  to  two  to  three  year  olds,  four  to  five 
year  olds  and  first  and  second  graders.  There  was  also  a  craft  project  for  children 
age  seven  and  up  every  other  week  and  a  drop-in  craft  program  on  Monday  nights 
that  was  quite  successful. 
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The  summer  reading  club  drew  many  participants,  several  of  whom  read  more  than 
a  hundred  books!  Our  theme  was  Ride  the  Reading  Rocket!!  and  was  based  on 
materials  provided  by  the  state-wide  Summer  Reading  Program.  The  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Regional  library  System  (EMRLS)  which  Saugus  Public  Library  is  a 
member  of,  provided  the  Saugus  Summer  Reading  Club  with:  ideas,  posters,  clip- 
art,  bookmarks,  reading  logs  and  certificates  at  no  cost  to  the  Library.  For  every  five 
books  the  child  read,  or  had  read  to  them  they  received  a  small  prize  (such  as  a  ball, 
or  some  stickers)  and  after  they  had  completed  ten  books  they  received  a  certificate 
and  an  invitation  to  the  summer  reading  club  party. 

The  summer  ready  club  party  was  held  the  last  week  in  August.  We  served  pizza 
and  juice,  handed  out  certificates,  prizes,  had  a  raffle,  and  listened  to  Davis  Bates  tell 
tall  tales  (Davis'  performance  was  provided  courtesy  of  The  Saugus  Cultural 
Council). 

During  the  school  vacations  and  the  summer  we  provided  a  variety  of  entertainment 
at  the  First  Congregational  Church.  Hurdy,  Gurdy,  Monkey  and  Me  performed 
during  the  February  vacation  and  we  the  biggest  hit  of  the  year  with  a  sellout  crowd 
of  one  hundred  and  three  participants! 

Throughout  the  year  we  had  several  school  visits.  During  these  visits  we  would  give 
the  children  a  tour  of  the  library,  read  aloud  to  them,  show  them  a  video  and  help 
the  select  books  to  take  home. 

In  all  4,180  children  attended  163  programs  during  the  year.

Also,  books  from  all  NOBLE  libraries,  both  public  and  academic,  are  available  to 
our  patrons  and  can  be  obtained  through  ILL  within  3-5  days.  This  gives  access  for 
our  patrons  to  1,867,515  items. 

During  this  year  we  put  on  our  shelves  6,287  items.  These  were: 

4, 190    books  including  635  donated  to  the  library  as  gifts; 
2,084  fiction  and  2,106  non-fiction) 
447    audiovisuals  (211  audiocassettes,  100  videos,  100 
multimedia  kits,  and  27  museum  passes) 
1.650     periodicals 
6,287      items 

During  the  same  period  of  time  we  have  withdrawn  4,829  items.  These  were: 

1,670    books  (1,275  fiction  and  395  non-fiction) 
159    audiovisuals  (21  cassettes,  100  videos  and  27  museum 
passes) 
3.000      periodicals 
4,829       items 

We  covered  with  plastic  425  books  and  mended  171  books. 
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To  enhance  our  service  for  patrons  we've  been  using  successfully  a  lease  program 
with  McNaughton  Book  Service.  Thanks  to  this  program  we've  been  able  to  offer 
400  new  bestsellers  of  which  44  became  library  property  at  the  end  of  the  calendar 
year. 


Decisions  regarding  collection  development  we  made  by  a  collection  development 
team,  consisting  of  the  Reference,  Circulation,  Children  and  Technical  Services 
librarians.  Director  of  the  library  is  also  one  of  selectors. 

Each  member  of  the  group  was  responsible  for  a  specific  part  of  the  collection  and 
selected  materials,  taking  into  account  reviews  in  professional  journals,  patron 
requests,  newspaper  lists  of  bestsellers  and  McNaughton  lease  plan  publication 
bulletins.  The  team  had  regular  meetings  once  a  month.  In  addition,  in  February 
1996,  the  collection  development  team  met  with  Eastern  Region  representative  Ellen 
Rauch,  who  advised  us  with  collection  development  procedures  and  needs.

The  Planning  Board  worked  on  several  Articles  for  Town  Meeting  including 
the  proposed  changes  as  well  as  those  Articles  referred  back  to  the  Planning  Board. 

David  Lewis  and  William  Jones  were  appointed  to  Planning  Board  Open 
Space  Committee  in  October.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  was  to  address  the 
increasing  concerns  of  the  community  with  regard  to  the  use  of  open  space  and 
increasing  growth.

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SAUGUS  PLAYGROUNDS  COMMISSION  REPORT  FOR  1996 

Current  members  are:  Guy  W.  Moley,  Chairman;  Tim  White,  Vice 
President;  John  B.  Gould,  Recording  Secretary;  Mike  Hasham,  Treasurer;  and 
Bruce  Banks,  Permits. 

1996  was  a  busy  year  for  the  commission  and  a  lot  was  accomplished.  Alter 
many  years  of  waiting,  a  slide  and  swing  set  was  installed  at  Stocker  Playground  and 
two  new  benches  will  soon  be  put  there  also. 

Each  member  of  the  commission  made  routine  safety  inspections  to  all  fields 
and  tot  lots  in  the  town  on  a  rotational  basis  to  ensure  public  safety.  This  past  spring 
our  parks  were  inspected  by  the  U.S.  Public  Interest  Research  Group.  Two  of  our 
parks  were  found  to  be  unsafe  due  to  inadequate  bedding  under,  and  a  tear  in  a 
fence  around,  a  tot  lot.  These  situations  were  both  quickly  remedied  by  the  Saugus 
DPW. 

Our  fields  are  in  constant  use  and  over  60  permits  were  granted  throughout 
the  year.  Our  summer  parks  program  at  the  Middle  School  was  a  great  success  and 
was  attended  by  over  2000  students.  William  Palmerim,  his  staff,  and  volunteers 
Jennifer  Dionne,  Jackie  Canning,  Susie  Diotte  and  Edward  Gauthier,  deserve  a  great 
deal  of  credit  for  the  success  of  this  program.  We  were  also  able  to  continue  the 
Wednesday  night  Summer  Concert  Series  at  the  Saugus  Iron  Works.  Over  300 
people  gathered  on  the  grounds  each  week. 

We  began  a  working  relationship  with  the  Saugus  Youth  Commission  this 
year  and  appointed  Tim  White  the  liaison.  With  the  Youth  Commission  we  were 
able  to  organize  the  annual  Earth  Day  Cleanup  of  all  parks  and  playgrounds  in  town. 
Bom  commissions  also  sponsored  a  free  rock  concert  titled  A  Night  of  Rock  in 
which  over  175  older  youths  were  able  to  see  a  show  in  a  drug  and  alcohol-free 
environment.  The  bands  Brimstone  and  Mr.  Sybil  performed  free  of  charge.  A  white 
water  rafting  trip  along  the  Deerfield  River  was  also  a  success.  Members  of  the 
Playground  Commission  chaperoned  the  trips. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  another  great  year  and  are  eager  to  participate  in 
the  upcoming  Capitol  Improvement  Plan's  parks  and  playgrounds  section,  which  is 
being  headed  by  Selectman  Anthony  Cogliano.

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The  Saugus  Police  Department  experienced  a  slight  decrease  in  calls  during  the  1996 
calendar  year.  16,113  calls,  broken  down  on  Pages  10  through  13,  were  answered.  This 
represents  a  decrease  of  474  calls  when  compared  to  1995.  1014  arrests  were  made  in  1996 
compared  to  1,047  in  1995. 

The  Department's  manpower  is  now  at  62  men:  1  Chief,  4  lieutenants,  10  Sergeants, 
and  47  Patrolmen. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  many  accomplishments  and  enhancements  to 
programs  which  were  made  in  the  Saugus  Police  Department  in  1996: 


Community  Policing: 

The  Community  Policing  Unit  was  expanded  upon  in  1996.  With  the  addition  of  two 
officers,  who  graduated  from  the  Norwood  Police  Academy  in  February  1996,  the 
Community  Policing  Program  now  consists  of  eight  officers.  In  addition,  the  Community 
Policing  Unit  encompasses  the  Domestic  Violence  Unit,  the  D.A.R.E.  Program,  and  the 
Juvenile  Officer,  all  of  which  fall  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Sgt.  Michael  Annese. 

Many  programs  were  added  and/or  enhanced  for  the  elderly  as  well  as  the  youth  in  the 
Town  of  Saugus: 

o    Six  mountain  bicycles  were  purchased,  through  donations  from  Town  businesses,  and 
bicycle  patrols  were  implemented  for  Community  Policing  routes.  Bicycle  patrols  are  used 
in  the  Cliftondale  Square,  Golden  lulls,  and  Saugus  Center  areas  in  the  spring,  summer, 
and  fall  months. 

o    A  Walk  &  Talk  Vrogram  with  residents  of  Saugus  Center,  Cliftondale  Square,  and  Golden 
Hills  is  being  conducted.  This  program  is  designed  so  mat  the  residents  will  get  to  know 
the  Community  Policing  officers  and  feel  comfortable  speaking  with  them. 

o     A  Vial  for  Life  Program  was  established.  Community  Policing  Officers  visited  Heritage 
Heights,  the  Senior  Citizen  Center,  and  Laurel  Gardens.  This  program  is  sponsored  by 
CVS.  It  involves  distributing  plastic  containers  to  the  elderly.  These  vials  are  used  to  store 
important  medical  information  which  could  be  potentially  life-saving  in  an  emergency. 

o     The  Alzheimers  Locate  Program  began  in  1996.  This  involves  elderly  residents 
suffering  from  the  disease  to  register  with  the  Community  Policing  Unit  at  the  Police 
Department.  A  procedure  was  put  in  to  place  on  how  to  locate  a  person  suffering  from 
Alzheimers  in  the  event  that  they  are  lost. 
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o    Several  elderly  self  defense  courses  were  held  in  1996  as  well  as  a  special  self 
defense  class  for  women. 

o    A  Snow  Removal  Program  was  held  for  winter  1996  by  the  Community  Policing 
Officers  with  assistance  from  the  Youth  Commission  and  Saugus  High  School 
students.  This  involved  shoveling  out  elderly  residents. 

o    Baby-sitting  classes  were  held  at  the  Middle  School.  This  program  is  sponsored  by 
Brenda  Dumais,  Youth  Coordinator. 

o    A  Basketball  Program  for  youth  commenced  in  January  1996.  Sgt.  Annese  and 
other  officers  donated  their  time  each  Wednesday  evening  to  start  this  program  for 
the  youth  The  Cliftondale  Methodist  Church  has  been  generous  enough  to  allow  us 
to  use  their  church  gym  for  various  programs.  Local  pizza  establishments  have 
donated  pizza  weekly  for  the  kids  to  enjoy  after  the  game. 

o    Due  to  the  success  of  this  program  and  through  a  State  Community  Policing  grant 
received,  various  sports  programs  (baseball,  basketball,  flag  football,  teen  country  line 
dancing,  girls  volleyball,  street  hockey,  etc.)  are  continuing  to  be  held  at  the 
Cliftondale  Methodist  Church,  Saugus  High  School,  and  Veterans  Memorial  School 
field  throughout  the  year. 

o    A  Halloween  Safety  Program  was  conducted  for  grades  K  through  6.  Officer 

McConnell  spoke  to  the  students  about  Halloween  safety  and  handed  out  candy  bags. 

o    The  D.  A.R.E.  (Drug  Resistance  Abuse  Education)  Program  continues  to  be  taught  at 
the  5th  grade  level  on  a  full-time  basis. 


Domestic  Violence  Unit  Established: 

Due  to  a  grant  we  received,  a  Domestic  Violence  Unit  was  established  in  August 
1996.  The  unit  is  located  at  24  Lincoln  Avenue.  Two  officers,  Officers  Jocerynn  Kountze 
and  Roy  Lattanzio,  comprise  the  unit.  An  advocate  from  H.A.W.C.  (Help  for  Abused 
Women  and  Children)  also  works  from  the  office  part-time  through  the  remainder  of  the 
grant.  All  officers  received  domestic  violence  training. 

Domestic  violence  officers  assist  victims  of  domestic  abuse  with  obtaining  restraining 
orders,  court  procedures,  provide  referrals  to  H.A.W.C.  and  other  counseling  services,  etc. 
Follow-up  with  the  victims  is  of  utmost  importance. 
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As  the  table  below  displays,  the  numbers  of  victims  assisted  and  referrals  made 
continue  to  rise  steadily:

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Juvenile  Officer  Appointed: 

A  Juvenile  Officer  was  appointed  in  September  1996.  The  Juvenile  Officer 
works  directly  with  Community  Policing  as  well  as  with  the  school  system.  The 
school  administration  contacts  the  Juvenile  Officer  when  there  is  a  problem  with  a 
student  The  Juvenile  Officer  makes  out  complaints,  seeks  restitution,  follows  up  on 
all  cases  involving  juveniles.  Often  times,  parents  contact  the  Juvenile  Officer  when 
they  feel  their  child  is  in  need  of  direction. 

A  Juvenile  Citation  Program  was  implemented.  This  program  was 
developed  as  an  alternative  method  to  deal  with  juveniles  who  commit  crimes  such 
as  possession  of  alcohol,  habitually  congregating,  etc.  rather  than  arrest  them.  The 
officer  uses  his  discretion  regarding  arrest  or  issuing  a  juvenile  citation.  This  program 
gets  the  parents  involved  as  they  must  contact  the  Juvenile  Officer  within  24  hours 
of  the  time  the  citation  was  issued  and  meet  with  turn  to  discuss  the  problem. 

In  addition,  a  Peer  Cop  Program  was  implemented.  This  program  involves 
assigning  an  officer  to  a  juvenile,  who  has  either  been  in  some  type  of  trouble  or 
perhaps  the  child's  parents  feel  he/she  is  not  moving  in  the  right  direction.  The 
officer  serves  as  a  peer  leader  for  the  juvenile. 


DARE.  Program: 

The  D.  A.R.E.  Program  continues  to  be  taught  at  the  5th  grade  level. 

The  D.A.R.E.  Officer  participated  in  tobacco  compliance  checks  again  in 
1996.  This  involves  having  a  trained  minor  attempt  to  purchase  tobacco  products 
from  stores  which  sell  these  products  in  Saugus.  Violators  are  notified  in  writing  of 
the  violation  and  warned  that  any  further  violations  will  result  in  a  fine  and  that 
surprise  follow-up  compliance  checks  will  be  conducted. 
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Computer  Technology: 

Seven  mobile  data  terminals  were  installed  in  police  cruisers  in  January  1996. 
Police  officers  are  now  able  to  complete  many  reports  from  their  cruiser  rather  than 
come  to  the  Station  to  complete  these  reports  which  keeps  the  officers  on  their 
routes.  Also,  officers  are  able  to  run  their  own  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicle  checks 
from  the  cruiser  which  relieves  the  station  men  of  this  duty. 

A  digital  imaging  camera  was  installed.  We  now  have  the  capability  to  take 
an  offender's  picture,  and  this  photo  will  be  stored  on  the  computer  system.  We 
have  also  installed  an  optical  scanner  for  scanning  photographs,  statements,  etc.  into 
the  system. 

The  Domestic  Violence  grant  awarded  to  us  in  1996  contains  a  budget  for 
computer  system  upgrades  to  the  in-house  computer  system.  This  will  assist  us  in 
upgrading  our  system.  Since  computer  technology  changes  so  quickly,  it  is  hard  to 
keep  up  with  the  latest  technologies.  We  are  at  a  point  in  time  where  the  original 
computer  system,  purchased  in  1992,  is  requiring  memory,  hard  drive,  etc.  upgrades 
in  order  to  meet  our  changing  software  needs.  The  original  terminals  purchased  were 
386  speed;  our  software  now  requires  minimum  486  computers. 

In  closing,  many  technological  advances  were  made  in  1996  with  regard  to 
computer  technology  and  equipment  for  the  Saugus  Police  Department.  Also, 
training  for  officers  continues  to  be  a  priority  with  the  assistance  of  Town  Meeting 
passing  a  three-year  framing  plan,  in  which  $25,000  was  appropriated  for  the  second 
year,  Fiscal  1997.

CITATIONS 

Motor  vehicle  citations  are  issued  to  motorists  who  violate  traffic  rules  and  regulations. 
These  violations  are  divided  into  two  categories:  criminal  offenses  and  civil  infractions.  The 
dollar  figure  referred  to  in  this  report  is  the  dollar  amount  assessed  by  the  police  officer  on  civil 
motor  vehicle  infractions  only,  at  the  time  of  issuance.  The  exact  dollar  amount  actually  paid  for 
civil  infractions  is  determined  after  appeals  are  exercised,  or  waived,  through  the  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles.  Fines  that  are  assessed  on  criminal  motor  vehicle  violations  are  processed 
through  the  Lynn  District  Court.  $11,865  was  collected  for  1996  by  Lynn  District  Court  and 
sent  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

This  Department  issued  a  total  of  2,984  citations  for  the  calendar  year  1996.  A 
breakdown  follows:

ADMINISTRATION 

This  office  is  staffed  by  Barbara  Cimmino  and  Joan  Hynes.  This  department  has  the 
responsibility  of  making  out  the  payroll  for  the  Public  Works  employees,  which  totals  34 
people.  They  also  coordinate  all  citizens  complaints  to  the  Public  Works  yard.  They  are 
responsible  for  the  water  and  sewer  billing,  which  is  done  semi-annual.  They  have  to 
coordinate  with  the  meter  readers  so  that  the  bills  are  accurate  and  that  the  bills  are  mailed  out 
on  time.  This  is  done  for  approximately  8,100  accounts.  This  office  also  handles  calls  for 
maintenance  problems  on  all  school  buildings  as  well  as  the  public  buildings. 

This  office  handles  billing  on  all  Public  Works  projects,  sidewalk,  drains,  Chapter  90, 
resurfacing  and  assists  in  ordering  stock  for  such  projects. 

FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  staffed  by  Mr.  William  Vatcher,  Tree  Foreman  and  Mr.  Wendell  his 
assistant.  They  are  both  certified  tree  climbers.  This  year  over  25  big  trees  were  taken  down. 
There  were  also  many  smaller  trees  approximately  25  of  them.  There  were  25  new  trees 
planted. 

PARKS  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  staffed  by  Mr.  Stack,  the  foreman,  Mr.  McLaughlin,  Mr.  Cook  and 
seasonal  help.  They  are  responsible  for  maintaining  12  fields,  cutting,  trimming,  lining  out  for 
activities  for  the  school  department.  They  coordinate  with  Mr.  Genolfi,  Athletic  Director  on 
school  activities,  this  includes  baseball,  soccer,  football,  softball.  Also  working  with  other 
activities  such  as  Pop  Warner,  minor  and  major  baseball  teams,  Babe  Ruth.  Soccer  and 
softball  leagues. 

SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  was  staffed  by  3  men.  Mr.  DiNocco,  Mr.  Soares.  and  Mr.  Vecchio  they  are 
responsible  for  maintaining  the  main  sewer  station  and  six  sub-stations.  Also,  they  have  to 
flush  certain  areas  of  the  sewer  system  so  that  mere  will  not  be  any  blockages  in  the  sewer 
pipe.  There  is  approximately  160  miles  of  sewer  main  to  maintain. 
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WATER  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  staffed  by  Mr.  Waugh,  Mr.  Capone  and  Mr.  Spagnola.  This  department 
is  always  updating  the  nearly  1000  hydrants  coordinating  with  the  Fire  Department.  There 
are  also  part  time  meter  readers  that  they  work  with  on  repairing  and  replacing  water  meters. 
There  are  approximately  8,100  water  meters.  Water  samples  are  taken  every  Tuesday  from 
12  different  locations,  to  be  tested  at  the  M.  W.R.  A.  laboratory. 

MOTOR  VEHICLE  MAINTENANCE 

This  department  is  made  up  of  2  men  Mr.  Morelli  and  Mr.  Blasingame.  They  are  responsible 
for  over  40  pieces  of  equipment.  They  do  oil  changes,  grease,  transmission,  etc. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  staffed  by  Mr.  Cardalisco,  Mr.  Barressi,  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  Mr.  Vater,  Mr. 
O'Connell  and  Mr.  Quintan.  They  are  responsible  for  installation  of  street  signs,  installing  and 
repairing  sidewalks,  painting  of  crosswalks,  center  lines.  Also,  during  the  winter  to  maintain 
snow  plowing  operations.  Fill  pot-holes,  installing  sand  barrels  where  ever  needed. 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  is  staffed  by  2  people,  Mr.  Randazzo  and  Mr.  DiFonzo. 

1 .  Updating  and  niaintaining  the  assessors  plans  of  the  town. 

2.  Updating  the  zoning  maps. 

3.  Supply  information  to  surveyors  builders,  etc.  concerning  street  lines  and  lots. 

4.  General  engineering  inquiries. 

5.  Reproduction  of  plans. 

6.  Supply  information  and  location  of  water  and  sewer  services  and  mains  to 
builders  etc. 

7.  Prepare  a  graphic  picture  of  zoning  article  changes. 

8.  Supervised  and  laid  out  and  designed  and  got  specifications  for  bid.  for  the  water 
main  project.  This  was  for  Harrison  Ave.,  Ballard  St.  (Dudley  to  and  of  Ballard) 
Bailey  Ave. 
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9.  Because  of  late  state  funding  only  2  streets  were  resurfaced,  Denver  Street 
and  Ernest.  The  street  program  will  finish  in  the  spring. 

10.  Sidewalk  installation  was  done  on  Elm  Street  and  Central. 

Mr.  Parks,  the  General  Foreman  coordinated  all  Public  Works  requests.  Also, 
Miss  Cerbone  has  done  a  yeoman's  job  as  a  dispatcher. 

The  past  year  of  1996  was  a  good  year.  More  public  works  jobs  were  completed.  Mr. 
Cardulo,  Personnel  and  Finance  Coordinator,  was  very  supportive  again  for  Public 
Works.

The  cemetery   Department  has  a  crew  of  three  (3)  full  time  workers  and  a  part-time 
clerk.  We  continue  to  maintain  our  budget  and  salaries. 

There  were  117  interments,  32 
cremations,  making  a  total  of  149  interments  for  the  year.     We  poured  39  new 
foundations,  set  19  flat  markers,  and  16  Veterans  markers  were  set.   A  small  section  in 
the  back  of  the  cemetery  is  in  the  process  of  being  developed.  We  should  realize 
approximately  four  hundred  graves  from  this  area.

During  1996  a  total  of  seventy-eight  projects  were  placed  before  the 
public  for  bids  or  quotes  (see  attached  list).  In  addition,  all  bids  received  for  the  Capital 
Improvement  Plan  for  construction  of  the  Senior  Center  and  library  were  reviewed  to 
make  certain  they  adhered  to  applicable  laws. 

Personnel 

Personnel  is  responsible  for  advertising/posting  employment  opportunities  and  for 
maintaining  employment,  medical,  dental,  life  insurance,  and  workmen's  compensation 
records  for  employees  and  retirees.  The  annual  Insurance  Fair  is  run  through  mis  office 
as  well  as  various  training  sessions  for  Department  Heads  and  employees.  Personnel  is 
responsible  for  preparing  Town  Policies  in  accordance  with  applicable  regulations  (such 
as  Sexual  Harassment  and  the  Family  Medical  Leave  Act,  etc.)  and  for  their 
dissemination  to  employees.  In  addition,  Personnel  handles  all  insurance  claims  made 
against  the  Town,  from  road  problems  and  car  accidents  to  various  personal  property 
claims.

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The  Saugus  Retirement  System  is  one  of  106  Contributory  Retirement  Systems  for  public 
employees  in  Massachusetts.  The  system  is  governed  by  a  retirement  board,  and  although 
operating  independently,  all  boards  in  the  Commonwealth  are  bound  together  under  one 
retirement  law,  Chapter  32  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  which  provides  uniform 
benefits  and  uniform  contributions.  All  106  retirement  systems  are  overseen  by  the  newly 
established  Division  of  Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration  Commission  (PERAC). 

The  Saugus  Retirement  Board  consists  of  five  members.  Ex-Officio  Member  Wendy  A. 
Eastman  (A  member  by  virtue  of  holding  an  office,  in  our  case  that  of  Town  Accountant). 
Elected  members  Hank  MacKenzie  and  William  Cross  (Employee  or  retirees  within  the 
system  who  are  elected  by  both  the  active  and  retired  members).  An  appointed  member 
chosen  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Eugene  Decareaux  has  been  named  as  the  appointed 
member.  Eugene,  a  resident  of  Saugus  is  retired  from  Eastern  Tool  where  he  was  the 
General  Manager.  The  fifth  position  is  also  an  appointed  position  by  the  other  four 
members  of  the  Board.  Doreen  DiBari  has  been  named  as  the  appointed  member  in  that 
position.  Doreen,  a  resident  of  Saugus,  is  employed  by  Eastern  Bank  as  a  Vice-President 
in  the  Trust  Department.  Lynne  Walsh  is  Executive  Secretary  to  the  Board  and  is  available 
to  assist  both  active  and  retired  members. 

By  Massachusetts  Law,  each  individual  retirement  account  in  the  system,  can  earn  only  the 
average  of  the  savings  account  interest  paid  by  Massachusetts  banks.  In  1996,  each 
individual  retirement  account  earned  2.5%.  Regardless  of  what  interest  rate  the  system's 
investment  fund  achieves,  each  member's  account  will  always  earn  the  average  bank 
savings  interest  rate. 

In  1996  the  Saugus  system  was  made  up  of  the  following  members:

Accidental  Disability  Retirees  42

Survivors  41 

The  Saugus  Retirement  Pension  Funds  are  part  of  the  Pension  Reserve  Investment  Trust 
(PRTT).  The  1996  returns  for  the  PRTT  Fund  investments  were  lower  than  those  of  1995. 
The  PRTT  Fund  return  was  16.68%,  approximately  4.5%  higher  than  the  annualized  return 
of  12.17%  since  inception  in  1985. 

The  Trust's  investment  policy  is  conservative  and  they  continue  to  be  a  prudent  and 
appropriate  choice  for  governmental  units  within  the  Commonwealth.

JANUARY:  School  resumed  on  Tuesday,  January  2,  1996  after  the 
Christmas/New  Year's  break.  BUT,  on  Wednesday  there  was  a  12"  snowfall  mat 
blanketed  the  area,  so  No  School  For  the  School  Year  of  FY-95/96  we  had  already 
recorded  16"  of  snow  and  everyone  was  hoping  this  would  not  be  an  indication  of 
what  to  expect  for  snow!!!!  That  hope  was  not  to  be  as  we  received  a  "Nor'easter" 
blizzard  on  January  8th  with  ice  and  sleet  to  follow  on  January  9th,  so,  again,  No 
School  for  2  days.  Despite  the  snow  and  ice  the  town  was  cleared  very  rapidly  and 
business  was  again  on  the  move.  Meetings  that  had  been  canceled  were 
rescheduled,  the  High  School  National  Honor  Society  had  their  induction  award 
night  without  any  problems,  and  we  were  able  to  have  school  for  the  remainder  of 
the  month. 

FEBRUARY:  This  year  was  Leap  Year  and  the  month  arrived  very  calmly. 

Meetings  for  the  School  Committee,  Health  Task  Force,  PTO  Collab,  interviews, 
and  a  sundry  list  of  events  took  place.  School  vacation  took  place  the  third  week  of 
this  month;  we  had  a  false  scare  at  the  Belmonte  Middle  School  for  carbon 
monoxide,  but  after  the  Fire  Department  checked  it  out  nothing  was  found  to  justify 
the  alarm.  Mrs.  Sciola  was  conducting  her  leadership  meetings  with  the  principals 
and  directors  to  keep  abreast  of  all  updates  under  the  Education  Reform  Acts 
mandated  by  the  Department  of  Education.  The  Youth  Commission  Director 
scheduled  many  activities  for  the  students  during  school  vacation.  They  had  a 
sleepover  at  the  Square  One  Mall,  a  ski  trip  and  a  few  other  interesting  activities. 
Mrs.  Sciola  reviewed  the  6-month  Budget  and  reported  mat  all  expenditures  were  in 
line  and  had  a  healthy  look  at  this  time. 
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MARCH:  Conducted  interviews  (or  a  secretarial  position  due  to  a  retirement, 
attended  School  Committee  meetings,  Bus./Ed.  Collab.  meetings,  and  had  a  meeting 
with  the  Hayes  Engineering  Co.,  that  will  be  constructing  housing  next  to  the 
Oaklandvale  School.  These  meetings  are  on-going  and  must  be  approved  by  the 
Town.  SNOW!!!  again  on  Friday,  March  8th  with  at  least  8"  of  snow.  Negotiation 
talks  have  started  and  will  be  on-going.  Had  a  meeting  with  the  Dept.  of  Education 
to  clarify  some  points  on  mandates.  The  Recycling  Committee,  Mr.  MacDonald  and 
Mr.  Burke  conducted  a  short  meeting  with  the  principals  at  the  monthly  leadership 
meeting  to  discuss  the  recycling  program  in  the  schools  and  the  logistics  of 
placement  of  bins.  The  month  of  March  was  our  "budget"  month  with  the  principals 
and  directors  for  FY-97.  These  meetings  were  in  preparation  for  our  FY-97  Budget 
to  be  presented  at  Town  Meeting  in  May. 

APRIL:  This  is  the  month  that  was  supposed  to  be  "Spring"  and  warm  with 

flowers  and  trees  budding,  school  vacation  and  snow  a  thing  of  the  past.  The  month 
started  with  the  tragic,  sudden  death  of  our  Middle  School  Guidance  secretary, 
Donna  Newbury,  which  saddened  the  entire  school  system  as  well  as  the  Town. 
Again  'SNOW  fell  in  a  heavy,  wet  form  in  varying  amounts  mat  closed  the  schools 
for  our  eighth  day  of  NO  SCHOOL.  School  vacation  week  was  welcomed  with 
enthusiasm.  Our  Drama  Club  won  the  finalist  award  for 

Massachusetts  and  is  readying  the  play  "Evita"  to  be  performed  the  beginning  of 
May.  A  great  group  of  students  and  very  talented.  At  this  time  of  year  many  of  the 
students  were  honored  for  their  many  achievements  for  academics,  sports,  posters 
drawn,  essay  contest  writers  and  the  annual  V.F.W.  Voice  of  Democracy  award  to 
mention  a  few.  The  School  Committee,  principals  and  all  staff  involved  in  the 
budget  have  been  working  very  hard  to  put  a  good  FY-97  Budget  together  for  Town 
Meeting.  This  is  the  month  for  great  decision  making  and  meeting  the  difficult  task 
of  funding  for  the  future,  but  through  diligence  it  is  almost  completed  and  ready  for 
presentation  to  Town  Meeting.  Teachers  returned  from  spring  vacation  refreshed 
and  "rarin"  to  finish  the  school  year.  Field  trips  were  planned,  contests  nearing 
completion  and  senior  student  activities  for  graduation  were  ready.

This  class  houses  the  under  5-year  olds  with  a  mixture  of  students,  some  but  not  all, 
in  need  of  additional  learning  skills.  The  class  was  chosen  from  a  lottery  system  as 
the  numbers  could  not  exceed  18  students. 

JUNE:  Graduation  day  was  held  on  Sunday,  June  9,  1996.  AH  went  well  and  the 
Seniors  were  happy.

JULY  &  AUGUST:  This  was  "Spruce  up  the  Schools"  time.  The  elementary 
schools  were  painted  during  the  summer  in  some  bright  colors.  A  new  turnaround 
driveway  for  the  Evans  School  was  paved  from  the  Central  St  entrance  through  to 
the  Winter  St  exit  for  the  bus  students  at  the  Evans  School  This  should  decrease 
the  traffic  problem  on  East  Denver  St  The  School  Committee  hired  a  firm  to  do  a 
management  study  of  the  school  department  The  firm  of  Peat/Marwick  was 
retained  to  do  the  study  which  will  be  completed  by  October. 

SEPTEMBER:  School  opened  on  Tuesday,  September  3,  1996  and  all  went  well. 
On  Founder's  Day  the  Roby  School  celebrated  its  100th  birthday.  The  school  was 
open  to  the  public,  a  video  of  the  Saugus  Chronicles  was  shown,  old  class  pictures 
were  on  display  as  well  as  some  artifacts  on  loan  from  the  Saugus  and  Lynn 
Historical  Societies.  Former  classmates  had  fun  recalling  their  "room."  The 
Societies  were  very  generous  in  lending  many  artifacts  for  us  to  display  and  the 
interest  of  the  public  was  evident  Cake  was  served  and  our  teacher,  Elliot  Hurvitz, 
was  once  again  "Parson  Roby".  The  day  was  a  huge  success  and  many  people 
commented  on  the  displays.  Of  course,  the  Roby  School  now  houses  the 
Superintendent's  Office  and  School  Administration  -  Business  Office.  With  the  start 
of  the  new  school  year  we  hired  12  new  teachers  to  replace  the  retirees  and 
resignations.  The  month  went  well  with  staffing,  busing  and  students  adjusting  after 
the  summer  holiday. 

OCTOBER:  FY-98  Budget  hearings  were  in  progress  and  going  well.  The 
supplies  in  the  schools  were  quite  adequate  and  the  computer  inventory  had 
increased  with  new  software  for  up-dates.  Teacher  negotiations  are  on-going  at  this 
time.  The  Public  Library  will  be  starting  on  their  building  under  CLP.  ,  they  will 
store  many  books  in  our  building  and  use  the  American  Legion  Hall  and  the  old 
Centre  School  (formerly  the  School  Administration  Building)  for  general  use.  The 
School  Committee  is  continuing  to  hold  two  meetings  a  month  and  accomplishing 
much. 

NOVEMBER:  Peat/Marwich  Study  was  completed  and  ready  for  the  public.  The 
study  revealed  some  areas  that  need  improvement  and  many  areas  that  were  above 
the  norm.  Our  system  seems  to  fall  into  the  category  of  "middle  of  the  road"  with 
other  surrounding  communities.  AD  told,  our  system  does  not  need  a  major  overhaul 
of  improvement.  The  Waybright  School  decorated  the  School  Committee  room 
with  winning  posters  from  the  Federal  Wildlife  contests  held  in  1995,  a  nice  colorful 
touch  for  a  drab  month.  Thanksgiving  falls  at  the  very  end  of  this  month,  so  when 
we  return  it  will  be  December!!!!!! 
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DECEMBER:  The  month  started  out  with  rain  and  it  continued  to  rain  for  most 
of  the  month-quite  a  change  in  weather  from  last  December,  when  snow  covered  the 
ground  and  the  month  was  cold.  The  Waybright  School  experienced  an  oil  spill  and 
created  havoc  around  the  grounds  as  the  tank  appeared  to  have  had  a  small  leak  over 
time  and  must  now  be  replaced.  The  environmental  company  of  Clean  Harbors 
conducted  the  clean  up.  The  school  remained  open  with  the  exception  of  the  first 
day  of  the  spill.  The  schools  conducted  their  Christmas  concerts,  some  of  the 
schools  participated  in  the  Town's  Christmas  Stroll,  school  buildings  were  decorated 
quite  nicely,  and  teachers  and  students  alike  looked  forward  to  the  holiday  vacation.

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ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT  -  MIKE  GINOLFI.  DIRECTOR 

The  Saugus  Physical  Education  Program  consists  of  ten  teachers  offering 
instruction  in  grades  K-12,  two  elementary  teachers  rotating  to  six  schools  where  the 
students  meet  once  every  7  days.  The  Program  also  includes  four  teachers  in 
addition,  middle  school  teachers  also  teach  a  comprehensive  health  curriculum  one 
day  per  week.  At  the  high  school  the  Program  consists  of  four  teachers  where 
students  meet  2  times  per  week  for  classes.  "Fitness  For  a  Healthy  Lifestyle", 
previously  an  elective  program,  is  now  required  for  all  incoming  freshmen.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  program  will  improve  the  student's  understanding  of  health  and 
fitness  for  their  future  life.  Project  Adventure  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum. 
This  program  utilizes  the  Ropes  Course  as  a  tool  -  a  catalyst  for  personal  and 
educational  growth.  The  course  is  a  blend  of  low  and  high  activities,  presented  in  a 
prescribed  sequence,  designed  to  take  students  and  groups  beyond  their  own 
expectations,  or  perceived  willingness  to  try. 

The  Saugus  Athletic  Program  operates  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  M.I.A.A. 
within  the  Northeastern  Conference.  Saugus  offers  eighteen  varsity  teams,  nine 
junior  varsity  teams,  five  freshmen  sports  and  four  middle  school  teams.  Over  4S0 
individual  athletes  participate  in  this  program.  We  employ  34  coaches,  one  all-sports 
athletic  trainer,  and  one  equipment  manager/athletic  treasurer.  I  feel  the  Athletic 
Program  is  an  extension  of  the  school  day.  Our  first  goal  is  education  and  this 
process  does  not  stop  with  the  bus  bell.  Much  valuable  teaching  takes  place  on  our 
athletic  fields. 

In  the  last  year  numerous  teams  have  qualified  for  various  tournaments  and 
have  represented  Saugus  well.  Included  are  ice  hockey,  girls  basketball,  girls 
softball,  girls  tennis,  boys  and  girls  soccer,  and  field  hockey.  In  individual  sports 
members  of  the  boys  and  girls  track  teams,  cross  country  team,  golf  team,  and  the 
boys  wrestling  team  have  competed.  Recently  two  athletes  have  been  named  to  the 
Boston  Globe  All-Scholastic  Teams:  Mark  Bono  in  Golf  and  L  J.  McKanas  in 
Football. 
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BALLARD  SCHOOL 

The  Ballard  School,  built  in  1911  and  the  only  neighborhood  school,  offers  a 
positive,  supportive  climate  for  teaching  and  learning.  The  school  is  an  extended 
family  through  the  efforts  and  actions  of  the  staff,  students,  parents  and  principal 

Best  educational  practices  are  exemplified  in  the  daily  activities  of  our  students.  The 
ideas  in  the  Massachusetts  Common  Core  of  Learning  and  the  frameworks  in  math, 
science,  and  language  arts  are  demonstrated  in  the  quality  of  teaching  taking  place. 

The  growth  of  our  students  both  academic  and  personal  is  demonstrated  at  science 
fairs,  author  teas,  and  in  classroom  themes  or  projects.  The  annual  Ballard  School 
Art/Book  Fair  in  May  culminates  the  Ballard  School  staffs  emphasis  on  reading  and 
writing.  The  year  long  practice  of  writing  skills  results  in  student  stories  that  are 
published  in  book  form  and  displayed  for  the  community.  Family  mam  and  family 
science  are  evening  programs  that  were  offered  to  parents  and  children  in  the  spring. 
They  were  organized  and  conducted  by  Ballard  Staff  members:  Mrs.  Pam  Gill  and 
Mrs.  Kathy  Schena. 

Grandparents  Day,  held  in  the  fall,  invited  grandparents  to  lunch  and  recess  with 
their  grandchildren.  This  was  a  successful  way  of  involving  and  informing  the 
community  about  the  school  curriculum.  Kindergarten  Breakfast  at  Ballard  School 
followed,  inviting  parents  and  kindergarten  students  to  have  breakfast  before  school 
with  Mrs.  Gill,  the  kindergarten  teacher,  and  Mr.  Cause,  the  principal.  This  was 
another  opportunity  for  conversation  and  questions  in  a  relaxed  atmosphere. 

The  "Empowering  Children  to  Survive  and  Succeed"  program  continued  mis  past 
spring.  A  new  DARE  program  for  students  in  kindergarten  through  grade  three 
began  with  Officer  Mary  McConnell.  Both  programs  encourage  children  to  develop 
self  control,  and  responsibility. 

A  high  point  for  staff  development  this  year  was  a  series  of  seminars  taught  by  Lynn 
Schade  from  Tufts  University  on  "Best  Practices"  for  the  Ballard  School  staff.  All 
staff  members  volunteered  to  attend.  In  addition,  teachers  continue  to  serve  on  a 
variety  of  building  committees,  town  wide  committees,  and  Ballard  PTO  events. 
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Parent  volunteers  are  a  strong  element  in  our  partnership  to  educate  our  children. 
Parents  assist  in  classrooms  in  a  variety  of  ways  from  listening  to  students  read, 
preparing  materials  for  teachers  or  helping  students  with  writing.  Mrs.  D'Eon  and 
Mrs.  Mattolla,  our  parent  librarians  and  their  staff  of  volunteers,  assist  in  the 
circulation  of  library  books.  Mrs.  Gill  and  Mrs.  Patti  coordinate  the  Ballard  Birthday 
Book  Club.  These  volunteer  parents  and  many  others  all  contribute  to  our  school  in 
a  positive  caring  way.  The  PTO's  financial  and  moral  support  has  impact  on  the 
quality  of  the  culture  at  our  school,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Ruuedge,  the  PTO 
president 

The  principal  held  several  Principal/Parent  Coffee  meetings  and  has  written 
newsletters  to  parents  during  the  year  to  keep  them  informed  of  educational  issues, 
state  educational  reform,  school  projects  and  activities,  and  the  impressive  scores 
achieved  by  Ballard  School  students  on  the  state  mandated  MEAP  test. 

To  compete  the  Capital  Improvement  Plan,  implementation  of  the  curriculum 
frameworks,  improve  technology  and  provide  adequate  funding  for  education  are  but 
a  few  of  the  issues  that  lie  ahead.

BELMONTE  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 

The  calendar  year,  1996,  was  filled  with  a  number  of  learning  activities  and 
experiences  beyond  the  classroom  walls. 

The  month  of  January  included  an  Annual  Geography  Bee  sponsored  by  "National 
Geographic  Magazine"  and  implemented  by  our  Grade  7  Social  Studies  Teachers.  In 
addition,  we  had  our  first  student  "Principal  For  A  Day"  -  Gr.  7  student  David  Kushmerek. 
Our  student  Star  of  the  Month  Program  continued  and,  thanks  to  a  grant  from  the  Arts 
Lottery,  our  middle  school  students  were  treated  to  a  presentation  of  "Opera  To  Go". 

The  highlight  of  February  was  the  annual  Grade  5  to  6  Student  Orientation  and  the 
Grade  8  to  9  Orientation.  These  and  other  activities  are  designed  to  ease  the  transition  of 
students  from  our  elementary  schools  to  the  M.S.  and  our  M.S.  to  Saugus  High  School 

March  was  National  Middle  Level  Education  Month,  hi  addition  to  reserving  a 
specific  day  to  celebrate  one  of  our  (10)  multi  disciplinary  teams;  the  teams  themselves 
planned  an  activity  that  involved  any  of  a  number  of  activities  which  may  have  involved 
parents,  outside  speakers,  team  field  trip,  etc.  It  presents  a  great  opportunity  to  celebrate  the 
team  concept  that  has  flourished  at  Belmonte  since  September,  1992.  The  month 
culminated  with  over  100  middle  school  students  being  inducted  into  the  Middle  School 
Scholars  Club  for  outstanding  academic  achievement  at  Belmonte. 

April  witnessed  the  administration  of  MEAP  testing  to  our  grade  8  students.  In 
addition,  we  began  to  plan  for  our  Annual  grade  8  "Moving  On"  Ceremony  in  June. 

m  May,  our  middle  school  was  selected  to  host  a  First  Grant  Focus  Group  sponsored 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  This  was  a  gathering  of  schools  that  had  been 
awarded  comprehensive  Health  grants.  Our  middle  school  was  selected  as  one  of  twenty 
(20)  throughout  the  state  to  receive  such  a  grant  and  the  Grade  7  Tiger  Team  developed  an 
interdisciplinary  project  entitled  "Changing  Attitudes  About  Violence".  In  addition,  the 
Parent  Advisory  Board  sponsored  a  "Staff  Appreciation  Day  and  hosted  a  luncheon  in 
Honor  of  our  teachers  and  staff  in  the  school  library.  Our  Science  Fair  and  Spring  Play 
added  to  our  May  activities  which  concluded  with  our  annual  Memorial  Day  assembly. 

The  month  of  June  was  filled  with  activities  that  included  our  Annual  Spring  Field 
Days  for  grades  6,  7,  &  8,  as  well  as  our  Annual  class  trips  for  each  grade.  In  addition,  we 
hosted  our  annual  Grade  S  Parent  Orientation  Evening.  The  school  year  concluded  with  our 
Annual  Grade  8  "Moving  On"  Ceremony  which  was  attended  by  over  800  people  in  our 
school  gymnasium. 
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The  new  school  year  opened  on  Sept  3rd  with  a  grade  6  Orientation  Day.  In 
addition,  wc  had  our  "annual  Back  To  School  Night"  that  gives  parents  an  opportunity  to 
meet  their  child's  teachers  and  to  become  aware  of  the  standards  and  expectations  of  their 
cmld  in  each  of  their  classes.  In  addition,  we  continued  to  hold  our  Annual  Fall  Field  Days 
for  grades  6,  7,  and  8  which  has  proven  to  be  an  excellent  team-building  activity  early  in  the 
school  year. 

October  brought  with  it  our  Annual  Magazine  Drive  which  continues  to  produce 
monies  that  enable  us  to  run  programs  and  purchase  enrichment  materials  over  and  above 
our  annual  budget  allocations.  In  addition,  Melrose/Wakefield  Hospital  ran  a  baby-sitting 
course  for  middle  school  students.  October  produced  what  was  the  middle  school's  proudest 
moment  with  the  release  of  the  district-wide  strategic  management  study  which  cited  under 
the  strengths  of  our  school  system,  the  "middle  School  has  a  supportive  culture  .and  uses  total 
quality  management".  This  is  a  tribute  to  the  hard  work  of  our  teachers,  parents,  and 
students  whose  dairy  contributions  produce  this  kind  of  school  climate. 

In  November  our  grade  7  teachers  sponsored  a  Faculty  Breakfast  meeting  and  our 
Drama  Club  students  presented  their  rendition  of  "The  Trail  of  Goldilocks". 

The  calendar  year  concluded  with  a  Parent  Open  House  and  the  beginning  of 
programming  for  the  97-98  school  year. 

Our  School  Band  performed  at  the  Annual  Rotary  Christmas  Luncheon  for  our 
Rotarians.  In  addition  our  grade  67  class  went  to  the  North  Shore  Music  Theater  to  view  the 
play  entitled  "A  Christmas  Carol". 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  continued  involvement  of 
our  middle  school  faculty  and  parents  without  whose  help  and  support  many  of  these 
excellent  experiences  for  our  pre  and  eaiiy  adolescents  in  Saugus  would  not  be  possible. 

On  behalf  of  all  who  are  actively  involved  in  our  middle  school  community,  a  happy 
and  healthy  New  Year  to  all!

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VERNON  W.  EVANS  SCHOOL 

The  Vernon  W.  Evans  School  is  located  in  the  heart  of  Saugus  Center.  It  sits 
proudly  at  the  intersection  of  Winter  Street  and  Central  Street.  The  school  is  not  a  full 
educational  facility.  It  is  a  high  school  annex  that  was  left  standing  after  a  fire  destroyed  the 
primary  structure.  The  annex  has  been  reconfigured  to  accommodate  elementary  students. 
For  example,  one  corridor  was  transformed  into  a  library,  another  was  configured  into  the 
principal's  office,  and  a  bathroom  was  converted  into  the  secretary's  office. 

The  school  consists  of  four  floors.  The  basement  contains  the  cafeteria  mat  also 
substitutes  as  a  gym  area.  (During  the  torrential  rains  of  October,  the  cafeteria  was 
submerged  in  four  to  six  inches  of  water.)  The  first,  second,  and  third  floors  contain  four 
classrooms  each.  The  classrooms  accommodate  students  from  kindergarten  to  grade  five 
and  the  primary  affective  education  class. 

This  year  the  school  has  a  clean  crisp  look.  Each  classroom  is  wearing  a  new  coat 
of  paint,  the  cafeteria  is  a  bold  turquoise  color,  and  the  secretary's  office  is  sporting  brilliant 
pink  walls.  The  lockers  are  no  longer  a  dingy  brown.  They  have  been  electroplated  royal 
blue  and  match  the  new  radiator  covers  in  the  hallways.  These  capital  improvements  have 
helped  us  look  more  like  an  elementary  school  Thank  You! 

Over  the  last  four  years  much  of  the  work  in  which  the  school  community  engaged 
was  guided  by  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993.  At  the  core  of  the  Education  Reform 
Act  is  the  school  council.  Composed  of  the  principal,  three  teachers,  and  four  parents,  the 
Evans  School  Council  provides  the  school  community  with  an  opportunity  to  shape  the 
direction  that  the  school  takes  through  the  preparation  of  a  school  improvement  plan. 

One  of  the  ongoing  goals  of  the  Evans  School  Improvement  Flan  is  to  cultivate  a 
strong  sense  of  community  among  students,  teachers,  and  parents,  m  the  spirit  of  mis 
philosophy,  several  activities  have  occurred.  For  example,  the  council  invited  parents  to 
enter  into  a  Home/School  Contract  that  defined  goals,  expectations,  and  shared 
responsibilities  of  school  and  parents  as  equal  partners  for  student  learning.  In  addition,  the 
Council  surveyed  parents  about  implementing  a  voluntary  school  uniform  policy.  Research 
indicates  that  communities  with  uniform  policies  report  they  have  enhanced  the  tone  and 
climate  of  the  building,  have  focused  more  attention  on  positive  behaviors,  have  reduced  the 
competitiveness  about  who  is  wearing  what,  and  have  allowed  the  children  to  feel  good 
about  themselves  as  school  uniforms  build  a  sense  of  pride.  The  results  of  the  survey 
clearly  indicated  that  the  majority  of  families  is  in  favor  of  a  school  uniform.  Therefore,  a 
voluntary  school  uniform  policy  will  go  into  effect  September,  1997 
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The  Evans  PTO  also  sponsored  Family  Science/Math  Nights.  Forty  parents  and 
children  returned  to  the  school  in  the  evening  to  conduct  experiments,  estimate  outcomes, 
graph  results,  and  problem  solve  with  Evans  Teachers.  In  addition  to  having  fun,  these 
activities  provided  parents  with  an  opportunity  to  better  understand  one  of  the  most 
significant  outcomes  of  school  reform  -  classrooms  are  more  child-centered  interactive 
places  in  which  teachers  minimize  paper  and  pencil  activities  in  favor  of  hands-on 
manipulative  activities  in  science  and  math. 

In  1996,  we  also  celebrated  an  mtergenerational  literacy  Project  that  united  Senior 
Citizens,  Evans  students,  and  children's  literature  books  to  explore  the  topic  of  aging.  We 
called  our  project  J.O.Y.  and  acronym  for  Joining  Old  and  Young".  Each  classroom  was 
adopted  by  a  Senior  reader  who  came  to  the  school  once  a  week  to  share  children's  literature 
books  that  investigated  the  relationships  between  grandparents  and  grandchildren,  olden  days 
and  modern  times,  oldsters  and  youngsters.  For  example,  Tomie  dePaola's  Now  One  Foot, 
Now  the  Other  describes  how  the  young  narrator  helps  his  grandfather  learn  to  walk  after  a 
stroke,  just  as  his  grandfather  had  helped  him  when  he  was  a  toddler.  Even  Bunting's  The 
Wednesday  Surprise  reveals  how  a  little  girl  spends  each  Wednesday  tutoring  her 
grandmother  who  is  illiterate.  Mem  Fox's  Wilfred  Gordon  McDonald  Partridge  shows 
how  a  small  boy  tries  to  discover  the  meaning  of  "memory"  so  he  can  restore  that  of  an 
elderly  friend  who  lives  in  the  old  people's  home  next  door. 

In  addition  to  reading  stories,  the  Seniors  also  helped  the  students  design  quilt 
squares  mat  were  inspired  by  the  stories  from  the  literature,  the  stories  shared  by  the  Seniors 
and  the  stories  that  came  from  the  lives  of  the  students.  The  project  culminated  in  three 
mtergenerational  Quilts  that  are  on  display  in  the  center  staircase  of  the  school 

It  is  difficult  to  account  for  all  of  the  good  that  came  from  the  Senior  Readers'  visits 
to  our  classrooms  because  what  we  received  was  largely  intangible.  In  addition  to  the 
wonderful  stories,  the  wisdom  of  their  experiences,  and  the  generous  gift  of  their  time,  the 
Senior  Readers  also  formed  a  bond  with  Evans  students  and  teachers  that  will  be 
remembered  fondly  by  us  all. 

Together,  the  Evans  parents  and  teachers  work  to  challenge  children  to  succeed.  All 
of  us  who  share  the  responsibility  for  the  children  are  in  the  unique  position  of  dairy 
witnessing  the  promise  and  joy  that  they  can  provide.  We  celebrate  the  presence  of  children 
among  us)

Nineteen  Hundred  and  ninety-six  was  a  very  successful  year  at  the  Lynnhurst  School 
in  terms  of  academic  achievement  as  well  as  the  many  social  and  cultural  activities 
that  we  were  able  to  provide  for  our  students. 

By  far  the  most  significant  academic  success  is  our  Inclusion  Program.  In  this 
program,  students  who  receive  learning  needs  assistance  do  so  within  their  own 
classroom  rather  than  being  pulled  out  to  work  in  a  separate  area.  In  this  way  many 
other  children  within  this  regular  classroom  can  also  benefit  from  the  expertise  of  our 
learning  needs  specialist 

Much  of  our  efforts  this  year  have  been  directed  toward  the  implementation  of  the 
Education  Reform  Act  of  1993.  Our  School  Council  was  elected  and  met  regularly 
to  accomplish  the  educational  goals  set  forth  in  the  law. 

Other  programs  that  I  would  consider  a  great  success  are  our  Read-At-Home 
Program,  Annual  Essay  Contest  and  our  Annual  Spelling  Bee. 

The  voluntary  Read-At-Home  Program  encourages  all  of  our  students  (and  parents 
as  well)  to  read  during  their  free  time  and  rewards  them  monthly  with  small  prizes  or 
certificates  for  a  personal  size  pizza  provided  by  our  P.T.O.  and  Pizza  Hut 

Our  Annual  Essay  Contest  for  grades  three  through  five  is  sponsored  by  the 
Language  Arts  Department  and  develops  writing  and  thinking  skills.  The  top  writers 
received  their  award  at  a  special  ceremony  before  the  School  Committee  in  late 
spring. 

Each  winter  the  teachers  hold  elimination  rounds  to  determine  who  will  be  among 
the  thirty  finalists  in  the  Annual  Lynnhurst  Spelling  Bee.  The  winner  of  this  contest 
goes  on  to  compete  in  the  Lynn  Item  sponsored  regional  spelling  bee  at  Lynn  City 
Hall  Auditorium  and  possibly  on  to  the  Nationals  in  Washington,  D.C.  This  year 
Todd  Nichols,  a  fifth  grader,  represented  Lynnhurst  School  and  remained 
competitive  into  the  later  rounds  before  being  eliminated. 
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As  always  our  outdoor  education  trip  for  fifth  graders  to  Horizons  for  Youth  in 
Sharon  was  a  rousing  success.  There  is  nothing  like  living  in  a  cabin  for  a  week  and 
learning  with  them  for  an  educator  to  get  to  know  their  students  and  vice  versa. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  coin,  from  a  social  viewpoint,  I  would  point  to  our  series  of 
cultural  programs,  our  Student  Council  and  our  Field  Day  as  major  successes. 

Some  of  our  more  memorable  P.T.O.  sponsored  cultural  events  were  High  Touch- 
High  Tech,  a  hands  on  science  program  for  all  grades,  Tribal  Rhythms,  The  New 
England  Percussion  Ensemble  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ben  Franklin. 

For  the  eighth  year  in  a  row  we  have  had  a  very  active  Student  Council  elected  from 
the  membership  in  grades  three  through  five.  We  have  a  full  slate  of  officers  as  well 
as  representatives  from  each  room,  some  of  their  worthwhile  activities  in  1996  were: 
a  Thanksgiving  food  drive  to  benefit  a  local  food  pantry,  a  Christmas  collection  with 
the  proceeds  going  to  the  Make- A- Wish  Foundation,  a  clothing  drive  for  the 
homeless,  a  book  collection  for  third  world  countries  and  the  complete  operation  of 
our  student  store.

During  the  year  1996,  The  Oaklandvale  School  underwent  a  facelift  involving  both 
the  interior  and  the  exterior  of  the  school  Inside  the  building,  the  school  received  a 
fresh  coat  of  paint,  many  of  the  old  clouded  plexiglass  windows  were  replaced,  and 
several  plumbing  upgrades  were  completed.  There  was  an  office  added  for  the 
principal,  as  well  as  security  cameras  and  intercoms  for  both  main  entrances. 
Outside  the  building,  the  school  was  also  painted,  and  the  visitor's  parking  area  was 
expanded  and  paved  with  asphalt. 

Our  school  advanced  technologically,  with  the  addition  of  a  television  and  VCR  for 
each  classroom,  along  with  seven  new  Macintosh  computers  with  CD-Roms  and 
Internet  capabilities. 

The  Curriculum  was  updated  with  completed  sets  of  textbooks  and  resource  kits  in 
both  Science  and  Social  Studies  for  Grade  1  through  Grade  S. 

The  school  ran  several  successful  fund-raisers  which  added  another  two  Macintosh 
computers  and  printers  to  the  school,  as  well  as  some  other  equipment 

The  faculty  was  once  again  very  successful  in  their  attempts  to  involve  parents  in  the 
school  community  and  to  allow  them  to  have  an  active  role  in  their  children's 
education.  We  held  two 

Family  Math  and  Science  Nights  during  the  months  of  April  and  May.  They  were 
very  well  attended.  Parents  continued  to  volunteer  as  readers  and  listeners  in  the 
primary  grades.  We  also  had  many  parents  volunteer  to  be  librarians  and  noon 
aides.  Finally,  we  had  many  parents  help  to  chaperone  daytime  field  trips,  as  well  as 
the  week-long  Horizons  for  Youth  trip  for  the  fifth  grade  that  was  held  in  April. 

The  Oaklandvale  School  again  housed  the  Shore  Collaborative  classroom  for 
children  with  moderate  special  needs.  Mrs.  Mallon's  fourth  grade  class  continued  a 
"Buddy"  program  with  the  students  in  the  Shore  classroom.  This  proved  to  be 
beneficial  for  both  classes. 
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The  student  body  was  involved  in  several  community  service  projects.  They  donated 
food  each  week  to  the  United  Parish  Food  Pantry  in  Saugus.  At  Christmas  time, 
they  donated  hats,  mittens,  and  gloves  to  the  Stephen  Ministry  at  Blessed  Sacrament 
Church  which  were  distributed  to  needy  families  in  this  area.  The  students 
continued  to  donate  their  soda  cans  at  lunch  time  to  the  "Cans  for  Cancer"  program 
which  benefited  the  New  England  Medical  Center's  Cancer  Research  Department 
We  also  implemented  an  all-school  paper  recycling  program  to  help  to  protect  the 
environment. 

The  PTO  continued  to  be  a  great  asset  to  the  school  and  students  by  sponsoring 
many  activities  such  as  field  trips,  theme  parties,  and  cultural  events.  They  supplied 
small  monthly  prizes  as  incentives  in  our  Read-at-Home  Program  for  all  of  the 
students.  They  purchased  a  complete  computer  system  for  the  main  office, 
including  a  PC  with  modem  (which  allowed  us  to  have  fax  capabilities),  laser  printer, 
and  scanner.  They  also  purchased  two  new  colorful  link  mats  to  brighten  the  main 
entrances.  The  PTO  support  was  not  just  financial,  however.  Members  also 
volunteered  their  time  to  help  oversee  school  events,  such  as  field  day  in  June. 

In  conclusion,  the  Oaklandvale  School  community  was  excited  about  the  addition  of 
the  new  computers  and  the  other  technological  advances,  and  our  goal  for  1997  is  to 
work  on  acquiring  and  integrating  the  necessary  software  into  the  curriculum  to 
further  enhance  our  students'  ability  to  learn  and  compete  in  our  fast-changing 
society.

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VETERANS  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL 

The  Veterans  Memorial  School,  built  in  1952,  is  in  its  45th  year  of  operation. 
Under  the  principalship  of  Victor  J.  Leone,  students  are  afforded  opportunities  for 
learning  in  a  developmentalry  appropriate  setting.  Students  of  various  abilities  can 
take  advantage  of  the  many  and  varied  learning  opportunities  within  the  general 
educational  framework.  With  an  enrollment  of  approximately  500  students  the 
Veterans  remains  the  largest  of  the  elementary  schools  in  Saugus. 

The  following  activities  and  functions  have  taken  place  during  the  1996  school  year. 
Our  staff  continues  to  engage  in  professional  development,  meeting  me  tenants  of 
the  Educational  Reform  law.  Professional  development  has  been  quite  beneficial  in 
providing  teachers  with  the  latest  developments  in  education. 

This  year  the  school  wide  theme  "The  Desert"  became  our  focus.  The  Veterans 
Memorial  School  community  participated  in  several  activities  related  to  the  study  of 

deserts. 

The  Veterans  Birthday  Book  Club  is  celebrating  its  seventh  year.  The  club  was 
created  to  help  obtain  new  books  for  the  school  library.  The  library  has  acquired 
over  1,200  volumes  due  to  the  support  and  generosity  of  our  parents. 

The  Veterans  School  is  continuing  to  support  its  student  authors  and  artists  by 
having  the  annual  Book  and  Art  Fair.  It  is  on  mis  evening  that  the  students  display 
their  published  books  and  art  work  that  represents  their  hard  work  throughout  the 
school  year. 

The  Veterans  School  had  its  first  Read-A-Thon  for  technology  and  raised 
approximately  $4,400.00.  With  this  money  the  school  purchased  3  computers,  2 
printers,  and  additional  software. 

The  Kindergarten  took  several  field  trips  throughout  the  year  and  incorporated 
special  days  for  apple  picking,  Thanksgiving,  Christmas  Concert  and  the  Topsfield 
Fair. 

The  first  grade  attended  the  North  Shore  Music  Theater,  Y.MC.  A.  pool  and  the 
Topsfield  Fair. 

A  Green  Eggs  &  Ham  party  took  place  at  the  conclusion  of  the  reading  of  the  book. 
Parent  volunteers  are  to  be  commended  for  their  part  in  making  the  parry  a  success.

The  second  grade  held  its  annual  Thanksgiving  production  and  Dessert  Feast  for  students 
and  parents.  Field  Trips  included  the  Topsfield  Fair,  North  Shore  Music  Theater  and  the 
Y.M.C.  A.  pool  A  special  Dairy  Festival  and  Swan  boat  trip  to  Boston  was  a  great  success. 

The  third  grade  participated  in  the  research  of  the  human  body  with  special  projects  and 
Open  House  for  parents.  Field  trips  included  visits  to  Pioneer  Village,  House  of  Seven 
Gables  and  the  Saugus  Iron  Works. 

The  fourth  grade  again  learned  a  great  deal  in  modeling  real  life  situations  in  government 
finances  and  the  lives  of  famous  people  through  the  "Dress-up  Book  Reports". 

The  firm  grade  participated  in  the  "Saving  Makes  Cents"  program  for  the  third  year  and 
Treasurer  Joseph  Malone's  visit  was  a  real  highlight  The  students  contributed  to  a  fifth 
grade  poetry  book  with  original  entries  developed  through  their  language  arts  teachers.  The 
poems  were  inspired  by  the  school  wide  topic  of  study,  "The  Desert".  The  fifth  grade  was 
also  enhanced  by  special  programs  in  theater  and  units  of  special  research  in  each  of  the 
academic  disciplines. 

The  Veterans  School  store,  with  volunteer  participation  of  students  and  teacher,  has  become 
a  staple  here  at  the  Veterans. 

The  Veterans  P.T.O.  is  a  very  active  and  productive  one.  This  year  the  P.T.O.  has  made 
funding  available  for  cultural  programs,  teacher  supplies  and  student  needs.  Holiday 
Shopping  took  place  under  the  direction  of  the  P.T.O.  president,  Diane  Walsh.  This 
shopping  program  enables  students  to  make  wise  purchases  and  to  calculate  their  bills.  The 
P.T.O. ,  again,  sponsored  a  "Ziti  Dinner"  which  had  several  hundred  families  in  attendance. 

The  Veterans  Memorial  School  Improvement  Council  has  taken  a  crucial  roll  in  developing 
bench  marks  at  each  grade  level  that  will  be  a  safe  guard  for  students  to  achieve  at  each  level 
of  their  development  at  each  grade.  The  Capitol  Improvements  are  also  a  focus  of  the 
School  Improvement  Council  and  several  improvements  have  taken  place  over  the  last  year. 
Projects  include  new  doors,  front  stairs,  painting  and  railing  at  the  rear  of  the  building.  Our 
student  council  remains  active  under  the  direction  of  our  fourth  grade  teachers. 

All  of  the  afore  mentioned  activities  combined  with  a  dedicated  staff  and  parental 
involvement  make  this  school  an  exciting  place  to  learn.

TOWNOFSAUGUS  -  1996  ANNUAL  REPORT 


WAYBRIGHT  SCHOOL 

The  Waybright  School  located  at  the  end  of  Talbot  Street  in  Saugus  Center 
serves  257  children  in  a  school  district  that  runs  from  the  Essex  Street  fire  station  to 
the  intersection  of  Central  Street  and  Walnut  Street  near  Route  One.  We  have  a 
staff  of  fourteen  teachers  and  a  support  staff  of  eight  adults.  The  Waybright  School 
Council  is  the  chief  management  group  in  the  school  consisting  of  the  Principal,  3 
Teachers,  a  Teacher  Aide  and  4  Parents.  While  maintaining  a  full  regular  school 
curriculum  for  its  students  the  school  is  in  its  sixth  year  of  a  fully  integrated  learning 
needs  program  serving  over  twenty  learning  needs  children  from  throughout  the 
town. 

In  January  the  Council  held  their  annual  Book  Fair.  This  is  a  very  popular 
event  and  book  ownership  is  very  important  to  the  children.  We  also  had  consultants 
from  Tufts  University  working  with  our  teachers.  February  brought  the  retirement 
of  our  school  secretary,  Jean  Phelan.  Her  hard  work  during  many  years  with  the 
school  system  will  be  missed.  March  brought  our  annual  registration  of  another 
kindergarten  class  for  the  upcoming  year. 

In  April  the  Federal  Wildlife  Commission  notified  us  that  twenty-five 
Waybright  children  were  winners  in  their  annual  duck  stamp  contest  Our  children 
won  50%  of  the  elementary  awards  state  wide.  Our  parents  and  children  enjoyed  a 
trip  to  a  Boston  hotel  for  the  awards  ceremony.  Teachers  from  "Can  Do  Friends'' 
visited  our  school  emphasizing  the  abilities  of  the  handicapped.  In  May  the  entire 
school  paid  a  visit  to  the  Shriners  circus  which  is  a  very  popular  event  with  our 
children.  Over  25  of  our  fifth  graders  took  part  in  our  School  Council  Gettysburg 
address  contest  Our  winner  presented  the  piece  at  our  annual  Memorial  Day 
program.  Our  younger  children  and  their  parents  filled  our  first  Family 
Math/Science  evening  workshop.  The  month  closed  with  our  annual  Ice  Cream  and 
Art  Festival  which  was  visited  by  several  hundred  families.  June  brought  our  second 
Family  Math/Science  evening  workshop  that  was  once  again  quickly  filled  with 
families.  Our  children  visited  the  seniors  at  Heritage  Heights  to  put  on  their  Flag 
Day  program  with  help  of  officers  of  the  V.F.  W.  Our  parents  sponsored  a  Walk-a- 
thon  for  the  school  and  a  Field  Day  for  the  children. 
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The  new  school  year  in  September  got  off  to  a  great  start  with  a  parent- 
teacher  evening.  In  October  both  our  Fire  and  Police  Departments  were  here  with 
safety  programs  for  our  children.  Of  course  the  month  closed  with  our  annual 
Halloween  parade  to  our  neighbors  at  Heritage  Heights  who  again  put  on  an 
excellent  Haunted  House  for  our  children. 

November  found  our  children,  their  families  and  the  school  writing  Home 
School  contracts  for  school  success.  Can  Do  Friends  visited  us  again  and  several 
hundred  parents,  grandparents  and  friends  visited  the  school  on  "Open  House"  day 
for  American  Education  Week.  December  was  marred  by  an  oil  spill  on  the  front 
lawn  of  our  school  that  caused  us  to  lose  two  days  of  instruction  for  our  children  and 
ruined  the  front  of  our  school.  Our  activities  were  able  to  carry  on  however,  and  we 
enjoyed  a  visit  from  the  Fire  Department  Santa,  our  annual  parents  HoQy  Fair  for 
Kids  and  a  visit  from  the  "Windy  City  Players".  Our  year  concluded  with  our 
holiday  conceit  for  parents  and  friends. 
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In  the  year  1996,  the  Saugus  Board  of  Selectmen  consists  of  Chairman  Janette 
Fasano,  Richard  Barry,  Jon  Bernard,  Anthony  Cogliano,  and  Christie  Ciampa. 

Over  thirty-eight  public  meetings  were  conducted  at  the  Senior  Center,  400  Central 
Street,  throughout  the  year.  Several  Monday  night  meetings  were  held  in  the  town 
manager's  office  when  needed. 

In  January,  Mr.  Thomas  OHeam  retired  from  the  Kasabuski  Rink.  John  Hatch  was 
hired  to  replace  him.  The  Board  fought  Rowe  Quarry's  plans  to  open  a  batching 
plant.  The  Selectmen  voiced  their  concern  about  heavy  truck  traffic  on  Route  One. 

Golftown,  of  Broadway  made  a  presentation  to  open  a  a  golf  driving  range.  The 
public  hearing  was  continued  for  several  weeks.  A  new  part-time  clerk  was  hired  for 
the  Selectmen. 

Ms.  Brenda  Dumais  was  hired  to  organize  a  new  Youth  Commission.  She  appeared 
before  the  Board  in  February  to  outline  her  plans. 

On  March  12th,  Selectmen  requested  a  public  hearing  for  the  Rowe  Quarry  appeal 
and  retained  town  counsel.  Selectman  Ciampa  asked  Mr.  Collins,  the  town 
manager,  for  an  update  on  the  Salvation  Army  special  permit.  Also,  the  dredging  of 
the  Saugus  River  was  a  concern.  The  Tenneco  issue  also  was  brought  up  at  several 
meetings. 

The  Selectmen  wen  on  record  supporting  a  state  financed  fence,  along  with  the  help 
of  Representative  Angelo,  which  would  run  along  the  high  school  on  Route  One 
blocking  out  noise  and  creating  a  wall  of  privacy. 

In  April,  Commonwealth  Communities  Development  Company  applied  for  a  special 
permit  to  construct  an  assisted  living  facility  on  Main  Street.  This  application  was 
denied  by  the  Board. 

On  April  23rd  a  special  permit  was  granted  to  Golf  Town,  Broadway.  Many 
residents  complained  about  the  heavy  traffic  on  Main  Street  since  the  shopping 
center  opened. 

A  Memorial  Day  parade  was  held  on  May  27th.  The  Tenneco  issue  was  brought  up 
again  and  Ms.  Janet  Leuci  requested  that  letters  be  sent  to  Trudy  Cox  at  DEP  in 
opposition.  Selectman  Barry  went  on  record  in  opposition  to  the  Tenneco  proposal, 
along  with  the  rest  of  the  Board. 
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Many  traffic  rules  were  amended  throughout  the  year,  handicapped  signs  were  voted  in 
along  with  approvals  for  pole  re-locations. 

Cedar  Glen  Golf  Course  received  the  first  seasonal  wine  and  malt  license  from  the 
Selectmen.  liquor  may  be  served  from  April  1  to  November  30  from  12  noon  to  9  PM 

Mr.  Collins  submitted  his  resignation  in  May  of  this  year  recommending  that  Richard 
Cardillo  be  appointed  temporary  town  manager.  This  suggestion  was  agreed  to  by  the 
Board.  Selectman  Bernard  could  not  enter  into  discussions  regarding  this  as  he  is  a 
member  of  the  school  department.  Selectmen  Barry  moved  to  appoint  Mr.  Cardillo  as 
temporary  town  manager. 

In  June,  the  MDC  met  with  the  Board  outlining  their  proposal  to  purchase  watefront 
property  and  the  Cedar  Glen  Golf  Course.  Mr.  James  Comeau,  of  the  MDC  stated  mat  he 
felt  the  MDC  should  own  the  Saugus  River. 

Many  motions  were  made  throughout  the  year  to  help  assist  residences  with  brook  problems 
and  flooding.  A  brook  cleaning  plan  was  encouraged  by  the  Board  in  the  hopes  of 
eliminating  the  undue  flooding  of  private  property. 

The  Selectmen  were  faced  with  many  requests  for  cellular  antennas  or  pole  locations.  The 
town  manager  suggested  that  a  plan  be  made  to  streamline  the  rules  and  regulations  to 
protect  the  town  and  add  some  guidelines  to  follow. 

The  Ground  Round  petitioned  to  transfer  liquor  licenses  to  the  Lonestar  Steakhouse  and 
Saloon  and  the  Red  Lobster,  which  has  never  been  built,  was  changed  to  the  Olive  Garden. 

Interviews  began  in  October  for  a  town  manager  and  on  November  14,  Selectman  Barry 
moved  to  appoint  Mr.  Richard  Cardillo  as  town  manager  for  a  term  of  office  to  be 
December  1,  1996  to  June  30,  1998.  Passed  4-0. 

On  December  3rd  the  Selectmen  approved  the  following  licenses  throughout  the  town  and 
all  monies  were  received  by  the  Board  and  submitted  to  the  treasurer's  office.

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VITALE  MEMORIAL  PARK 

100  Ballard  Street  Saugus  Ma.01906 

Vitale  Memorial  Park,  sometimes  referred  to  as  "Lobsterman's  Landing"  is  located  at 
100  Ballard  Street  just  a  short  distance  from  Rt  107  (Salem  Turnpike)  and  the  Belden  Bry 
drawbridge  which  sort  of ,  "connects  Saugus  to  Lynn  right  at  the  GE  Rrverworks."  It  could 
be  said  that  Vitale  Park  is  at  the  'gate*  to  Saugus  from  the  East 

Opened  in  April  1993  and  officially  dedicated  in  August  1993,  Vitale  Park  is  a  haven 
for  folks  at  lunch  time  when  the  weather  permits,  a  resource  for  many  free  lance  painters  and 
photographers  as  well  as  the  site  for  the  annual  Vitale  family  outing  to  honor  their  fallen  kin, 
Police  Officer  Harold  L.  Vitale.  The  bronze  statue  of "  Aitonus"  stands  guard  over  the  park. 

Lobster  boats  of  varying  hues  and  sizes  leave  at  the  crack  of  dawn  to  return  at  mid-day 
hopefully  with  a  load  of  those  ugly-looking  crustaceans  called  lobsters,  their  reward  for  a  hard 
and  sometimes  dangerous  days  work. 

The  workhorse  pick-up  trucks  stand  awaiting  the  owner's  return  to  cart  off  the  days 
catch  to  market  while  still  fresh.  When  the  trucks  return,  they  are  often  loaded  with  bait  fish 
(poagjes  or  herring))  to  be  stored  in  the  bait  lockers  located  in  the  long  gray  building  beyond 
the  Park.  There  are  bait  remains  in  refrigeration  until  the  next  day  when  the  cycle  begins 
again. 

The  docking  facilities  are  shared  with  pleasure  boaters  who  load  and  unload  their 
passengers  after  having  put  their  sleek  water  craft  into  the  Saugus  River  at  the  Town  Boat 
Ramp  on  Ballard  Street  at  the  end  of  Dudley  Street 

Lobstermen  pay  a  fee  of  $1000  per  year  to  use  the  dock  and  store  their  bait  in  the  bait 
lockers.  Pleasure  boaters  pay  launching  fees  ranging  from  $2.00  per  day  for  a  resident  up  to 
$50  per  season  for  a  non-resident.  A  one  day  ramp  pass  allows  a  person  to  put  a  boat  into  the 
river  as  often  as  they  may  desire  but  only  for  one  day.  Season  passes  are  good  for  as  many 
times  mat  boaters  wish  to  come  and  go,  so  long  as  the  tow  vehicle  displays  a  current  sticker  in 
the  left  front  or  left  rear  window. 

One  day  passes  are  a  three  part  form,  the  current  copy  of  which  must  be  seen  through 
the  drivers  front  windshield,  with  the  date  showing.  Season  pass  holders  are  issued  a  sticker 
to  display  on  their  tow  vehicle. 

Bait  lockers  are  available  through  the  Park  Manager,  Peter  Bogdan  (231-4177). 
Pleasure  boat  ramp  passes  are  available  from  the  Park  Manager's  office,  Town  Clerk's  office 
or  L'3  John's  Bait  Shop  located  on  Ballard  Street  at  the  Town  Boat  Ramp. 
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SAUGUS  YOUTH  COMMISSION 

The  fiscal  year  began  with  the  approval  of  Town  Meeting  for  the  creation  of  the 
Saugus  Youth  Program  Department  This  approval  included  the  hiring  of  a  full  time 
Youth  Program  Coordinator,  to  administer  all  aspects  of  Youth  programming. 

Prior  to  the  establishment  of  this  department,  a  series  of  Community  forums  were 
held  aimed  at  changing  the  behaviors  of  "at  risk"  Saugus  teens.  The  forum  series 
was  coordinated  by  the  Saugus  Youth  Commission  and  the  Saugus  Speaks  Out  Task 
Force.  The  series  was  a  direct  result  of  the  Youth  Risk  behavior  survey  administered 
to  Saugus  students  in  grades  six  to  twelve.  The  final  forum  focused  on  proposed 
programs  and  sought  community  input  The  programs  focus  on  five  societal  areas: 
Self-Esteem,  Career  Development,  Family,  Community  Service  and  Community 
Pride.  The  Programs  are  implemented  by  the  Youth  Programs  Coordinator  with  the 
guidance  of  the  Youth  Commission. 

Program  highlights  include  the  following: 

Safe  Homes  Project  -  To  parents  of  students  in  grades  six  through  twelve,  this 
program  offers  the  opportunity  to  empower  parents  and ,  at  the  same  time,  provide  a 
safe  social  environment  for  our  teenagers.  Interested  parents  form  a  network  and 
pledge  not  to  have  unchaperoned  parties  and/or  not  to  have  alcohol  or  other  drugs  at 
teen  social  gatherings.  The  program  creates  a  Community  of  security  and  safety  for 
kids. 

Babysitting  Instruction-  A  collaborative  effort  with  Melrose/Wakefield  Hospital, 
Behnonte  Middle  School,  Saugus  Police  Department  and  the  Saugus  Fire 
Department  Participants  were  trained  in  the  areas  of  personal  care,  first  aid  and 
safety,  age  appropriate  toys  and  games  and  more. 

Community  Service  Projects-  Helped  coordinate  a  Community  Snow  Shoveling 
project  which  benefited  many  elderly  residents  in  need.  Organized  with  the 
playground  Commission,  Earth  Day  Clean-ups,  and  assisted  in  matching  teens  in  the 
diversion  program  with  community  service  opportunities. 
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Teen  Leadership  Board  created-  Saugus  Teens  of  Middle  school  age  and  older 
were  chosen  by  their  peers  to  assist  the  Youth  Commission  in  developing, 
implementing,  and  evaluating  community  programs.  Many  of  these  teens  serve  as 
role  models  and  mentors  to  the  younger  children  in  town. 

Police  Athletic  Legue-  The  Youth  Department  has  worked  closely  with  the  Police 
Department  in  bringing  the  PAL  to  Saugus.  Offerings  have  included  basketball  and 
softball  clinics,  basketball,  field  trips,  battle  of  the  bands  and  more. 

Offered  successful  events  and  field  trips  to  Saugus  Youth  including:  a  fishing 
derby  at  Camp  Nihan,  Community  Mural,  sleepovers  at  the  Science  Museum  and 
the  Square  One  Mall,  White  Water  Rafting,  Fleet  Center  events,  Townwide  Easter 
Egg  Hunt,  Job  Fair,  skiing,  Sporting  events,  Amusement  Parks  etc. 


This  is  just  the  beginning,  the  Youth  Department  has  reached  thousands  of  residents 
in  such  a  short  time.  The  interest  shown,  by  our  residents  and  the  municipal 
leadership  of  Saugus,  in  the  activities  of  the  department  bode  wiell  for  the  future  of 
the  community  and  the  future  of  our  young  people.

The  Board  of  Appeals  held  hearings  in  each  of  the  twelve  months  of  1996. 

In  the  twelve  months  of  1996,  a  total  of  10S  advertised  petitions  were  heard;  75 
residential  and  30  non-residentiaL  The  Board  averaged  between  8-12  petitions  per 
month  during  this  calendar  year.  The  Saugus  Board  of  Appeals  averages  one-third 
to  one-half  hearings  per  year  then  other  surrounding  communities.
